THE CITY’s . CONDITION. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

MemPais, Sept. 3.—The condition of our city 
to-day bears description. While the list of 
new cases reported is only about sixty, the 
deatb-rate has amounted to eighty-six, only 
two of whom were from other causes than 
yellow fever. Bodies were discovered to-day in 
out-of-the-way places which Rave, from appear- 
ances, been dead several days. One peculiarity 
manifested awong many of the sick isa desire 
to seclude themselves, while among the poor 
there is au unreasonable fear of being sent to 
the bospital or infirmary.

Determined to 
ascertain for himself, he repaired to the room, 
pushed open the door, and came upon the aban- 
doned dead body of a man lying upon a bed, his 
face covered with a sheet, the bed upon which 
he laid being bespattered with black vomit. 
There was no means of knowing how long the 
man had been dead. Houses in which persorfs 
have died of fever should be promptly disin- 
fected, the bedding and clothing burned, and 
all proper means taken to preveut the spread of 
the terrible scourge.

THE WOKST SO FAK.

Vicxsnund, Mus., Sept. 3.—This truly has 
been the saddcst day Vieksburt has experienecd 
for filty years. There is no telling of the 
suffering within our midst. No pen can picture 
the dreadful state of existing affairs 
here, and the ontside world can 
form only a faint idea of 
the misery of the poor of this plague-stricken 
city. We ery Help! Help! Any way! Every 
Way! Send us doctors, nurses, money, provis- 
ions, anything. Our friends abroad, in eom- 
munities where health abounds, may think this 
snacks of sensation, but, if they could for only 
a few hours look in upon our people, and hear 

THE NUMEROUS APPEALS FOR ASSISTANCE, 
they would have a ſar different idea. if this 
devastating disease keeps up the strides of the 
the past twenty four hours there will not be 
one left to tell the tale in a short time. There 
is no way to-day of getting at the correct list of 
new cases. The death-list—oh! borror!— 
exceeds any during the scourge of the 
never-to-be-forgotten 1853. No person seems 
to be exempt from attack this year, not even 
those who have had the yellow fever before. I 
know of many who have bad it once, and in 
some instances twice previous to this year, are 
now down with it, and some have died.

Al- 
most every hour brings distressing reports from 
some unlooked lor source.

The father was almost dead 
when discovered, the mother lying in the same 
bed with the father, almost in the same 
condition, with a young infant in her arms, 
while several of fhe children were lying in 
different parts of the house with the fever in 
different stages, Without any of the necessaries 
and comforts of life.

Secretary Schurz Refuses to Reverse 
His Recent Publie-Land 
Decision. 


Millions of Aeres Thus Opened 
to Entry and Settlement. 


The Railroads Will Probably Make a Final 
Appeal to the Supreme Court. 


THE SILVER DOLLARS, 
THEY ARE TO BB SENT OUT IN LARGE NUMBBRS. 
Special inapatch t+ The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Sept. 3.—Two impor- 
tant administrative acts were performed by the 
executive departments to-day. One indicates a 
settled confidense in the certain return to specie 
payments, the other, subject to the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, opens 
vast tracts of valuable land to settlement. The 
Secretary of the Treasury has finally decided 
that 10,000,000 silver dollars pow in the vaults 
must go out. To accomplish that he has caused 
to be issued a circular which provides that silver 
dollars may be obtained by any person in the 
same manner in whien fractional silver cur- 
rency can now be  obtalued, Secretary 
Sherman long hesitated before he could 
decide to do this. It was suggested to him and 
urged upon him many weeks ago, before he let“ 
Washington on bis vacation tour. Indeed, his 
decision 


MAY HAVE BEEN SUDDEN, 
as he yesterday stated in response to an inauiry 
how the $10,000,000 would be put in circulation, 
if at all, that be had not given the subject any 
thought. The objection has always been that 
to authorize the issue of silver dollars would 
be simply to disburse them at one window of 
the Treasury aud receive them at another 
for customs dues, but the Secretary has 
determined to make the experiment. It is 
true, the circular will state that the sole pur- 
pose is to facilitate the circulation of the stand- 
ard silver dollars as currency, and not that they 
may be received for customs, either by them- 
selves or iu the form of silver certificates. The 
officers who are to receive deposits of currency 
as a basis of obtaiuing silver dollars are expect- 
ed to see that that object is carried out. But 
these oflicers 
WILL NOT HAVE DETECTIVE POWER 

to follow every silver dollar that is paid out 
by any Sub- Treasury or depository. lo 
the event the persone first receiving 
the dollar could be forbidden to use 
them for customs purposes, it would not be 
possibile to control the person to whom in course 
ot business the person receiving them might 
trausler them. 

The Treasury proposes, in fact, to send out 
at its own expense for transportation silver 
dollars in sums of not 

LESS THAN $1,000 OR Non THAN $10,000 
to any person who may make corresponding 
deposits fm currency with avy Sub-Treasury, 
designated depository, or National-Bank desig- 
nated as a Gepository. in addition to that, for 
the present, at least, all National-Bank notes 
sent for redemption ia multiples of $1.000 and 
not exceeding $10,000 wil) be redeemed in stand- 
ard stiver dollars. 

This means, undoubtedly, the becinning of 
resumption ju silver dollars. The Treasury 
authorities are of opinion that the Treasury has 
margin enough of gold to meet all current ne- 
cessities for the payment of gold interest, and 
that the gold receipts {m@m customs in addition 
to Lhe percentage of customs which by any pos- 
sibility may be paid in silver dollars will be am- 
ple for the futare gold demands upon the irvas- 
ury until that expected day when the paper 
dollar, silver dollar, and gold dollar are to cir- 
culate on a parity. 

This is the interpretation of the Treasurv 
circular relative to the manner in which the 
standard sitver dollars may be obtained for cir- 
culation in exchange for curreney that will be 
furnished to the press to-night. Under the op- 
eration of this cireular it is coufidentiy expected 
that the 10,0, 0 silver dollars now in the 
Troasurv vaults will soon go into the volume of 
circulation, and while it is probable that a very 
considerable amount will be again returned to 
the Treasury as customs dues, the Treasurer

RAILROAD LAND-GRANTS. 

AN IMPORPANT DECISION. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoeton, D. C., Sept. 3.—The Adminis- 
tration act of special significance to-day, is the 
decision of Seeretary Schurz in the matter of 
the appeal of the Union Pacific and Kansas 
Pacific Railroads trom his recent decision in the 
judgment or land-grant case. The application 
of the roads was either for reversal or suspen- 
sion of judgement on the ground that those two 
roads, on account of certain terms in their 
organic acts could not come within the purwew 
of Schurz’s first decision. The Secretary’s ral- 
ing on the appeal to-day is, that those roads are 
not.exempt, and that the decision will neither 
be revised nor suspended. The practical effect 
of this decision will be that : 

NO REVERSAL OR SUSPENSION 
will be ordered as to any of the land-grant 
roads, and that the only remedy which these 
roads have, if any, is bya decision in their 
favor by the United States Supreme Oourt. 
The railroads will undoubtedly soon have 
recourse to that tribunal. Meanwhile the effect 
af the first decision is very noticeable at the 
General Land-Oilice. A vast amount of appli- 
cations for entry of homesteads has been made 
within the domain of the land-grant roads iu 
Kansas, Nebraska, and other Western States. 
Settlers are not disposed to await the action of 
the courts before gaining a final affirmative 
titic, but resting their prospects in the conii- 
Supreme Court will sustain 
Schurz’s decision, thev are enteriug large tracts 
of laud in tavorable localities.

SECRETARY SCHURZ STANDS BY HIS DECISION. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Sept. 3.—The Secretary 
of the Interior to-day rendered an additional 
decision to the Commisstoner of the General 
Land Office iu the well-known Dudymott case.

HOW PEORIA MAKES CHICAGO WHISKY. 
Special Disvateh to The Tribune. 

Wasninetos, D. C., Sept. 8.—Reventie- 
Agent Grimerson, who has been investigating 
the allegation of irreguiaritics in whisky mat- 
ters at Peoria in connection with the charges 
made by the Chicago distillers of underselling. 
writes to the Department as follows: 

I anti a persuaded that the Government has 
got and is now getting a taxon every gallon of 
spirits produced in this district, and 1 — error 
that has occurred in the guugtug ot patkades may 
be attrioutabie to mistaken judgment. ‘There is 
no longer a doubt in my mind about the Peoria dis- 
tillers being able to produce epinis« from ope to two 
cents per gallon less than they can be produced at 
either Cincinnati or Chicago. I base this state- 
ment on facts that I bave obtained from per- 
sonal examination and computation of the cost 
connected with the prodaction of spirits produced 
at the distiNeries in this city. I shall in my next 
report forward you a detailea statement of the ex- 

enses connected with the production of : spirita at 
wo or three of the dtstilleries. which will show 
that, whiletthere is no large profit realized, they 
can, notwithstanding, operate their distilieries 
without loss to themselves, and when the price 
of wines advances they wii! be in condition to reap 
the benefit. Icannot, therefore, attribate tue iow 
price of spirits which have been placed upen the 
market to the liberal gauge, nor do I believe that 
anv other opportunity has been afforded distillers 
of this district to defraud the Government. 

It gives me pieasure to say that I have the hearty 
co-operation of Collector Knowles in all my iaves- 
tigutions. The entire force of Gaugers uss igued 
to me are all efficient and iadustrions officers, and 
are in ¢yery respect a credit to the service. 

Special Agent A. G. Bliss, who has been detailed 
from the Devartment to revulate the gauge in dif- 
ferent districts according tu the Wasmington stand- 
ard in order that they may be uniform, mdorses 
this report as follows: . 

J concur inthe opinion expressed above 
Mr. Grimerson, and would add that J am fully 
satisfied, from the resuits of mg inepection of 
guuging performed in tais district. that tue dis- 
tillers have greater cause fo complain of garging 
than the Government.”’

A Private View of the Art-Treas- 
ures Last Evening. 


The New Departure to Impart a Better

Last evening a private view of the art -treasures 
in the Exposition Building was given by the man- 
agement to the stockholders of the institution, che 
local artists, and their friends. All the depart- 
ments were complete. with the exception ef the 
room devoted to the loan collection” of oi) 
paintings, which it is understood will be reinforced 
to-day by tne arrival of two private collections 
owned in New York and Boston. As on previous 
occasions of this character, the attendance was 
guite large, and embraced ail the society people 
pow in the cily. 

it will be noticed at the frat glance that the Art 
Cowniittee has taken a aecided departure from the 
policy of ite predecessors. Toa large extent the 
pictorial has given way tothe plastic. lu place of 
filling the walls with genre pictares from the 
schools of Paris, Rome, and Munich, the space is 
now given to reproductions in plaster of tae most 
celebrated marbles of the golden age of Pagan art 
which have survived the ravages of timc, tae van- 
dslism of barbarians, and the shocks of war. 
Tuese plaster casts, made under the direction of 
the curators of the different art- museums in Eu- 
rope, faithfully reproduce the origma!s, —giving 
the abrasions and fractures, —and in some instances 
it requires the closest observation to detect the 
difference between the marble and tac plaster. 
This is particularly true of the Elgin marbies. the 
Laocoon, and the sitting figure of Ceres, which, 
m its mutilated condition, is regarded by 


the critics as ove Of the beet @pecimens of the 
majestic in early Greek art. Altogether there are 
eignty-seven distinct pieces in the collection. 
Aud of them it is not too much to say that, with 
probaoly mot to exceed at the very most half a 
dosen pieces, ail have been subjecteu to a search- 
ing investigation oy the greatest artists and critics 
wuo have lived during the present century. There 
are few writer? Who can describe Niagara Falls or 
the Lo Semite; and cquully few are those who can 
enter into the spirit and hidden purpose of the 
Laocoon. On the latter the German critics never 
weary of writung; and for that matter, indeed. 
those of other countries are almost equally vo- 
luminous. Winckelmann made an exbaustive 
staay of it, and wrote an eladgrate argument to 
ve that it was produced ear in the airtory ot 
reek art. Lessing. who wrote a large volume on 
Ureck- sculpture, to which he gave the utile of 
*-Laocoon.” beileved that it was the work 
of ecuiptors who lived in the second century. The 
story of the tragedy is related ay Virgil. Laocoon, 
during the Trojan war, was a high priest of Apol- 
lo, anu conducted the religious ntes at his temple 
in y. Wuen his countrymen were deliverating 
over the reception oi the wooden norse, Laocoon 
warned them not to receive it, and drove his spear 
into ite side. As the gift of the Greeks had been 
comsecrateu to Minerva, hiv act was regarued as a 
sacrilege, punishavie wiih death. Iwo serpents 
aiiacked him and his two sons wuile oiliciating in 
the temple. aud, coiling around tue three, cratheu 
them to death. Pliny, the Ramana bietorian, pro- 
nounced the marble group representing the trage- 
dy to de superior to all otuer works of painting 
or sculpture. James Jackson Jarves, the Ameri- 
can critic, who for many ycars bas resided in Italy.

** Pushing Off the Seine Boat (74) is spirited in 
drawing aud strong in color. Venetian Water 
Carriers (89) 1s a good specimen of the peculiar 
treatment of Zeim, who masses his color with #0 
much effect that the full force of the work can only 
be determined at a distence much greater tnan the 
average picture will admit of. 

Tue Fete Dieu (103), by Bellecour, is a 
charming little study in pen and ink, and is 
handled with an artistic delicacy that suggests the 
manner Of some of the old engravers.

Waiter Sutrlaw's studies of Bavarian Peasant 
Women (154), Vesper Hour (200), and a 
portrait of himself (180) are strony anu artistic in 
feeling, His chef deuvre, ** Kat, Kat,” while 
displaying great skill iu technique, fs less satisfac- 
tory than the Bavarian Sheep-Sheaters. which 
Will be remembered by those who visited last 
year’s exhivition, A rude boy nolding iy a leather 
strap a fierce bulldog which is making a cesper- 
ate effort to go in pursuit of a rat, is not a pleasing 
picture. It lacks havention, and gives no room for 
the play of the imagination. 

Douglas Volk coutrivutes two views in Norman- 
dy (10% and 175), wich, though strong in draw 
img. have a ‘*painty”’ effect in color. Tue Bom- 
bay Minstrel Girl" (172) and rue Wounded 
Poacher (179), by W. M. Chase, are two of the 
strongest studies in the collection. In the Gar- 
den (176), oy hratke, belongs to the rococo or 
Opera-boutle school, und is a fair specimen. ** The 
Hunters“ Meeting" (178) and ** Nuon-Tune Rest 
(155), by Velten,—in both of which horses are in 
the toreground and form the subject of the pict- 
ures, - are strong in color, careful in drawing, and 
harmonious in composition. .** Head of an Itahan 
Brigand (18:5), by Piatt, is uneven in handling, 
aad exhibits a want of confidence.

on exhibition. as these and awhole are not alto- 
gether satisiactory. To make a simple likeness is 
one thing; to reproduce the living. breathiag man, — 
to paint nis soul. as it were,—is another. And it 
ie in the latter that the great majority of portrait- 
painters fall. dJudved oy this law, t may be said 
that simply as likeness those on exhibition will 
pass muster. but when regerded from the stand- 
point of what portraiture should be, the verdict 
must be that tuey have fallen short of their mia 
sion. It is no discredit to any of the artists to say 
thie. They are earnest students, devoted to their 
profession, and ali give promise of better wark in 
the future. As portruits, those of isses

Three landscapes by Miss Annie C. shaw 
(Zilli, 221. and 261) evince a masca-

Tais 
group surrounds Meciseonier’s Outpost (519). 
A cavalryman in the uniform of two centuries 
ago, mounted on a superb dapple-gray horse, 
doing vicxet-duty ona barren plain—and that fs 
ail. The borse. like his rider, understands the 
severity of military aiscipline, and stands as ir 
posed for an everlasting equestrian statuc, Fore- 
ground, distance. sky, man, und horse, are all 
worked up with that wealth of technical detai! and 
microscopic care for whica Meissonter is celebrated. 
‘* The Dingence (309), by Uritgemian, represents 
a French stage-coach inden with passengers driv- 
ing up the valv street of a country town on a sun- 
ny afternoon. The drawing and composition are 
good, but the hanaling of colorindicatea weak- 
ness or want of contidence. A litle free use of the 
palate Knie would greatly add to the force of the 
picture. particularly im the grays. Early Spring. 
a French landscape (412) by Corot. seems to de a 
nurried studio picture, either painted to order or 
land aside to be taken up at leisure. It oears the 
signinanuai of the great artist, but it is not nearly 
so satiefactory as otoers that have been exhivited 
in this country. 

„„The Music Lesson (321). by Metzu, one of the 
genre painters of the Flemish school of 200 years 
ago, suggests Van Dyke in composition and finish. 
Schreyer, the Hungarian horse-pa:nier, is weli rep- 
resenied by his ‘* Cossack Outpost (325),—an 
open shed under which half-a-dozeu cavalry horses 
are trying to escape the severity of an approaching 
snow-storm. The Wheelwrighte”’ (336), by 
Charies Frere is an exceedinzly spirited represen- 
tation of the worx of attaching a tire to a heavy 
cart-wneel. The groupimg is in accordance with 
the recognized canuns, the drawing of the iigures 
ws correct, and the massing of color gives a stereo- 
scopic appearance to the scene. The Puoliti- 
cians ** (335), is a very strong and graphic repro- 
duction of a scene tnat may be witnessed ia any 
manuracturing establishment. Iwo workmen have 
got into a wrangle over a vexed political quesQon, 
while the tnird quietly pursues his avocation. 

‘-Street Scene in Cairo (347), by Theodore 
Frere, is one of the strongest pictures im the gal- 
lery. A narrow and dark passage running through 
from the etreet in the foreground to the one in the 
rear, a coupie of figures standing in bold relief 
against the orilliant sunshine which indicates the 
debouchement of the passage. Two or three Arabs 
lolling around the entrance to the same, and on 
either side a tew pieces of Arabian bric-a-brac con- 
stitute the picture. The gradation of light from 
the open street into and through the covered pas- 
sage until the glowing sunsbine is aguin reached in 
the background are handled in the most masterly 
manner. Eastman Johnson is represented oy an- 
other of his characteristic studies (344), in which 
he takes up the comica! side of life. His canvas 
this time depicts the trials of a city family wuich 
has moved to a country house to escape the urban 
heat. The difficulty ie withthe stove. Paterfamilias, 
who was clad in spotiess white, undertook to fix 
things, and got baptized in soot. Rverybody en- 
joyed hie discomfiture, and he is as mad asa 
March nare. The story ie admirably told, and the 
only fault that can be found wita the picture is 
a want of compactness in composition. The 
figures are too much scattered, and it is diflicuit-to 
catch the full spirit of the work without looking 
at it all over. 

‘+The Golden Wedding of the Duke (3480. by 
F. Bruneri, represenw the tapestry-hung dining- 
room of a Ducal palace of two ceaturies ugo. 
Seated atthe ole, which stands in the centre of 
a teasellated floor, ure tae Duke and his family.. A 
handsome peasaat woman comes ia with an offer- 
ing vf flowers, and at the door in the rear 
of the room stand a couple of musicians, 
te whose piping two children are dancing. 
The picture is an exceedingly, elaoorate one. The 
tapestry and ornamenta! wood-work, antique side- 
board and chair, and the drapery of the various 
figures are handled wita the greatest care. Kacu 
article bas ite own pecaliar grain or texture. The 
perspective effect is grand; and yet over all there 
is a colaness of color that suggests artificiality as 
the mainspring of the Ducal family’s existence.

The statue of Gen. Custer, ordered some 
time since by a committee representing the sub- 
scribers to the monument fund, has been com- 
pleted by the artist selected, J. W. MacDonald.

His address at 
Minneapolis to-day was a rapid review of the 
historical associations of Minnesota, with pase- 
ing allusions to the flat- money folly, and includ- 
ing pleasant persopai refereuces to the promi- 
nent men of the country who were Governors 
or Delegates for the Territory formerly ineluu- 
ing Minnesota. At Minneapolis there has been 
manifested animated interest in the Senator, 
and on every occasion popular admiration has 
been shown by chetring crowds; About 12,000 
people hstened to his address to-day, wuich was 
as follows: 

Mn. Prestpent: An assemblage of the citizens 


of Minnesota, coming together to rejoice over 
abundant harvests, and to view the bountiful

recoliections that are of interest beyond the 
limits of the audience that now honor me with 
their attention. 

Near the borders of your State, on the banks of 
the great river now flowing in dar sint, there re- 
„des u man inthe full vigor of am ble old 
age, long my acquaimtance and my fmend, whose 
career calls vividly to mind the wonderful progress 
of the Northwest. In the last two years of Gen. 
Jackson's Présidency, George W. Jones was the 
Delegate ingfCongress fromsthat}vast area now form- 
ing the Siate of Michigan, Wisconsin, lowa, and 
Minnesota, together with that part of the Territory 
ot Dakota north Of the Missouri River, and east of 
the White Earth. In the last preceding Federal 
census, tne total civilizea populatiog of the enti 
‘Territory of Michigan was less than 32, ' d 
venturous men, standing On the odtposis of civili- 
zation, and accepting and conquering the hard- 
ships of the frontier.’ There were at that time— 
forty-three ycars ago but two newspapers of any 
kind whatever published in the whole country of 
which I nave spoke, aud not one of these west of

1812; produces a larger amount of breadstufis 
than the entire Union produced when Gen. Jones 
entered Congress: aud coutaus More wealth than 
was owned in the cighteen States that divided their 
Electoral votes between James Madison and De- 
Witt Clinton for tae Presidency. Sach facts as 
these may well cause us to give thanks to God and 
a virtuous ancestry for those blessings of iioerty 
and good government which have ali this 
progress possible. 
GEOGRAPHICALLY, 
the State of Minnesota is a lane of singular and 
surpassing interest. Lying abogt equidistant 
irow the great oceans on the east, am the west, on 
the north, aud on the south, her situation as com- 
pared with hersister States is entirety peculiar, 
and in one respect is withon para lel ou any 
continent. ter surtace for the tentral 
watershed of North America, d. not far irom 
where we stand, streams have ther modest sources 
that finaliy lore themese.ves ene direct.on, 
tarough Hudson's Hay, in the eie waters; in 
anetaer, through the chain of ¢h® great lakes. in 
the broad Atlantic; and a third, G@rougn tue Mis 
sissipp: River, in the Gul! of Mexico. To the 
westward, nature bas raised an tmsurmounfable 
barrier to the water-conrse: but the invention of 
man has overcome the vbstacie, and through the 
power of steam and over the road of iron tuere is 
already projected and partly acrieved that great 
commercial highway to the Faciſſe foretold by La- 
Salle, when, standing on the banks of the St. Law- 
renee, by the rapide whose nage perpetuates his 
prophecy. pointing to the unteodden West, whither 
he uud already turned his face, he pronounced to 
his doubtiug companions tae inspiring word, La- 
Cbine. 
VIEWED HISTORICALLY, 
that which now constitutes the State of Minnesota 
has bad as many and as rapid changes in tts sov- 
ereignty as any disputed territory in Eurove,— 
fought over by armed hosts, set in motion by the 
ambition of Kings or the jealousy of rival races of 
wen. This fair land was under the dominion of 
France during the reigns of Louis XIV. and his 
great-grandson; had lberville, who led the French 
colony to Loutmtena, for its first Governor, and 
Rienville, who founded New Orleans, for its sec- 
ond; was pawned by the Regent Orleans in his 
scheme with John Law for creating value out of 
moonshine, and made, with other territory, the 
basis of that vast ewindle in paper money pro- 
jected by the Mississippi company in which 
real estate in Minnesota, in the undisputed pos- 
session of the savage and the wild beast, became 
the shadowy foundation in Paris 160 years 
ago of a far greater monetary credit 
than it could have to-day in the same financial 
market with ali ita improvements and its greut in- 
trinsic value. Again, ander the dominion in part 
of George III. of Kugland, who was compeileu to 
vicld his right to your soli dy the treaty of 1783, 
and to withdraw the last red-coat by the treaty of 
1795. Stilt farther, for thirty-seven years all or. 
the west #ide of your dividing river was attached 
to the crown of Spain during the reigns of the 
third and fourth Charles, and given up by the 
latter in the year 1800 to France, when, fora 
period of three brief years, the Jarger half of Min- 
nesota had Napoleon Bonaparte for its sovercign 
ruler. The First Consul always did business on a 
basis of hard cash, and he transferred the 
French posseésions in America to the United 
States for $15, 000. 000, Eighty yeurs 
before that time, Joun Law and bis 
speculative partrer, the Duke of Orleans, 
hud made the same possessions the basis for an 
sue of paper money amounting to nearly three 
thousand millions of francs. Some reflections 
are naturally suggested oy these facts, which 
would perhaps not ve entirely vertinent to an ad- 
dress before an agricultural society. I may ve 
pardoned, however, for the inference that the 
resources of a great country do not afford a 
sound and secure bavis for an enlarged paper cur- 
rency. 
CHANGES OF GOVERNMENT. 

But these changes of European sovereignty over 
the soil of Minnesota are not more stmkmg or 
more strange thun the rapid transiormation of its 
governuent since it came under the sovereignty of 
the United States. It comes to us aa forgotten his- 
tury, when we recall that the eastern balf of your 
State was Claimed during the Kevoluti:onary strug- 
gie as part of Virginia, oy no less a Governor than 
Thomas Jefferson: when as part of the Northwest 
Territory the gailant but unfortunate Artour St. 
Clair was ite chief executive; when as part of Indi- 
ana. William Henry Harrison, frontiersman, sol- 
dier, statesman, was made ive Governor at the age 
of 27 years; when as part of Illinois, the large- 
framed and large-hearted Ninian Edwards ruled 
over it, —appointed thereto by Madison, at the per- 
sonal request of ‘**a young Senator named Clay,” 
as he is stenncautly styled. in a certam record: 
when as part of Michigan Territory, Gen, Lewis 
Cuss was its emcient, honorable, and caretul Excc- 
utive: when as part of Wisconsin, the chivalrous 
and courageous Henry Dodge Was its popular Gov- 
ernor, and also ite Delegate in Congress from one- 
half ite domain, while his worthy and still living 
son as Delegate at the same time from lowa, repre - 
scented the other half—a string coincidence, ten- 
dered still more remarkable by the father and son 
meeting again m the National Senate from the 
States which they had represented in the House 
when Territories. 

Nor of the section of your State west of the Mis- 
sissippi does it read less strangely, as we recall 
that, when sold te the National Government by 
Napvleon Bonaparte, it became part of the organ- 
ived Territory of Louisiana, changed very soof to 
Miseouri, and had for long vears as its Governor 
the brave. adventurous William Clarke, who, in 
company with Merwether Lewis, under the direc- 
non of Pres:dent Jeflerson, made taat extraordi- 
nary journey from ocean to ocean. —the first white 
men who crossed the continent on oil belonging 
to We United States. leaving their names forever 
associate with a great achievement fawiliar to ail 
who have read the hardehipe end conquests of the 
»Leun und Clarke” expedition. Afterwards 
Minnesota formed part of the magpilicent and rap- 
idiy-growing Territory of lowa, which 80 soon 
to up the stature of a full-grown, vigurous com- 
mouweallna. 

iowa and Wisconsin having been admitted as 
States. their territorial remainders naturally formed 
one government, aud #0, in 1840, the TerritePy of 
Minnesota was organized. Anda then, for the first 
time since our Government acquired Louisiana 
from France, with the exception of gbrie: period 
under the old Territorial organtz-ton of Michigan, 
and an equally brief one under that of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, on coth siees of the Mirsissippi, was 
orgaaized under the same Government. And that 
seems Out yesterday; vet the sowmgof the next 
crop will murk full rounced thirty years since the 
orvanic act was pasred oy Congress, and President 
Zachary la lor appointed Ajexander Kamwey first 
Governor of the new Territory. And his Excel- 
leucy is among you to-cay. after enjoying the 
higi.est honors of your Territory aud your State, 
looking as Fresh and as Vigoreus as when, in the 
Admimstrations of John Tylerand James K. Pola, 
ne represented a Fenusylvauta cisirict iv the Con- 
gress of the Unite States.

The Western States have produced many 
remarkable statesmen of the Greenback 
sehool, but the Riehmond (Virginia) Whig 
takes the shine off all competitors. It makes 
some curious statements, which are all the 
more curious because the paper evidently be- 
lieves them, and fails to see their absurdity. 
It says: “‘ Currency should consist of an ar- 
ticle which is not worth keeping, but is most 
profitable in performing the function of ex- 
changing values,—and the more values ex- 
changed the better it is.” We do not under- 
stand that any Government has ever succeed- 
ed in giving paper money the “function of 
exchanging values except at such rates as 
the seller may fix. If Congress could fix a 
price at which commodities should be ex- 
changed on demand for paper currency, that 
would be something new; but that is not 
likely. The same paper claims that the 
golden age” can only be restored by the 
issue of unlimited and irredeemable paper 
money. Here is its enthusiastic descrip- 
tion of how, by the issue of paper 
money, we can enrich the country with the 
gold and precious jewels” of the rest of 
mankind : 


While we are a debtor nation, if we eubordinate 
our cnrrency to what is called the currency of 
the world, we shall be at the mercy of foreign 
patious.

THE FIREMEN’S DAY. 
About seven years ago a fire had posses- 
sion of Chicago and the full freedom of the 
city. Yesterday the firemen had it in force 
sufficient to intimidate any fire from kindling 
into a conflagration. They came from all 
quarters of the country, and their reception 
amounted to an ovation. One of the largest 
crowds Chicago has ever seen turned out to 
look at them, and lustily cheered them all 
along their line of march. The military lent 
their assistance to make the pageant still 
more imposing, and the President of the 
United States did them the honor to head 
their procession, while many smaller digni- 
taries of the city and county got free rides. 

The first object of a fireman’s life is to 
extinguish fires. The second is to march in 
a procession. There seems to be some in- 
herent quality in the fireman which adapts 
him to the latter object. No other factor of 
the community fits into a procession s0 
naturally and gracefully, or with so much 
style. Ordinarily, any aggregate of human 
beings, massed together by threes and fours, 
and strung out ad libitum, is ridicuiops, but 
in the case of the firemen the mass is even 
more attractive than the unit. There is no 
other class in the community capable of ac- 
complishing so much in the way of rubbing, 
The 
pride of his life is to have his machine look 
brighter than any other in the line. The 
fireman is also esthetic. He hangs his en- 
gine with pictures and trinkets, adorns it 
with flowers, trims it with wreaths, and fes- 
toons it with garlands. His machine is 
always of the feminine gender, and 
he decorates it and idolizes it with a 
degree of devotion akin to that he bestows 
upon the girl of his choice, who is the only 
thing upon earth that can compete with it in 
obtaining a place in his heart. The military 
procession is simply a great machine, 
marched and maneuvred upon mathematical 
methods, and so trained, and drilled, and 
fitted to squares, cubes, and grooves that 
some future Epison will discover a plan for 
running it by steam power. 
manity in it. The fireman’s procession is 
full of life, pride, spirit, and style, conscious 
of all its attractive qualities, sensitive to the 
public admiration , aud so thoroughly imbued 
with processional qualities that the last man 
is every whit equal to the first. 

The procession yesterday offered a fine 
opportunity for the display of these charac- 
teristies, and was well improved. There 
were firemen from everywhere, in all colors, 
on foot and on horseback, with hose-carts, 
steamers, hand-engines, patrol-wagons, ex- 
tinguishers, hook-and-ladder trucks, and life- 
saving apparatus, of old styles and new 
styles, and of every possible variety, from 
the old-fashioned hand-enyines, whose brakes 
are manned by brawn and muscle, to the 
elaborate modern machines that never tire 
or call for volunteers. The procession rep- 
resented the past and the present, city and 
country, the labor-saving machine and the 
rude machine that exhausts labor, the fire- 
man of to-day who fightsno more, the 
Moss and Srxrazr of the past, still ready 
to run wid der masheen” and “lam” 
his rival who stands upon “‘ them hose.” It 
was a proud day for the firemen, and one of 
its chief boasts in the future will be that 
they were headed by the President of the 
United States, who bore his honors man- 
fully and gracefully, and the Governor of 
the State. It is not often that firemen can 
capture a live President and Governor to 
head their memorial walks. It is an evi- 
dence of our social equality and the republic- 
an character of our institutions that the 
President of the Republic can so far un- 
bend himself as to have a day's airing with 
„the boys” of the Fire Department in one 
place, and the next day leave for another to 
give the sheep and cattle of an agricultural 
fair a good send-off. These little descents 
from the gravity of State affairs to popular 
shows must be made by proxy in the effete 
monarchies. Her Majesty the Queen must 
not show her ungust head among the cattle, 
nor can Francis Josern or WILEELM run 
with the machine. Some lackey or flunkey 
is good enough for that picbeian business.

from fire by increasing the efficacy of the 
general department. It is pleasant to note 
the very general sentiment of admiration 
expressed by visitors at the excellence of 
our own Department, which made a splendid 
show yesterday, although it formed a com- 
paratively small part of the immense pro- 
cession, While we can boast a fire that 
was the largest of modern times, we may 
now boast a Fire Department that is second 
to none, as the direct outgrowth of that fire. 


SOME QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

The flat-money people are making 80 
many and so extravagant statements in their 
arguments before the people that we receive 
daily numerous letters asking for information 
on various points. Thus a correspondent at 
Hinckley, III., represents that Mr. Giover, 
Chairman of the Greenback State Com- 
mitiee, in a speech delivered at that place, 
devoted some time to an explanation of tlie 
profits made by National Banks from the 
destruction of the bank-notes by fire and va- 
rious other agencies. Of course, Mr. GLover 
would not have made this statement unless 
he believed it, but that does not excuse his 
ignorance. All the profit from the de- 
struction of bank-notes accrues to the 
Government. The Government issues 
the notes, and the banks furnish 
the Treasury with the means of redeeming 
them. The banks pay taxes on their circu. 
lation and on their deposits. Greenbacks 
are not taxable. To subetitute greenbacks 
for National Bank notes wili be to substitute 


830,000, 000 of untaxable currency for a like 


sum nowdaxed. We have not yet heard the 
proposition to tax the greenbacks. 

These fiat-money people are also dealing 
out strange versions of fact concerning the 
paper money of England and France. In 
answer to more than twenty inquiries as to 
the facts pertaining to the paper money of 
France, we repeat: (1) All the paper money 
in France is issued by the National Bank 
of France, and not by the Government. 
(2) The amount outstanding is about $450,- 
000,000. (3) It is redeemable on demand 
in coin at the bank or its branches. (4) It 
is not a legal-tender for public or private 
debts to any amount whatever. A corre- 
spondent at Racine asks if it be true, as 
stated by the fiat-money orators, that the 
notes of the Bank of England are based 
on the wealth of the nation,” and are money 
of themselves, requiring no redemption, 
and are in fact never redeemed, the gold on 
deposit in the bank being held there merely 
for convenience and never for the purpose 
of redeeming the notes. The truth is that 
the Bank of England is allowed to issue 
notes up toa certain amount on a deposit 
of Government securities; for all notes 
above that limit the bank must have 
a dollar of gold for every dollar 
of paper outstanding. The notes 
are redeemable on demand in gold. A 
scarcity of gold in England necessitates a 
contraction of the bank-notes, and any se- 
rious demand on the bank for gold compels 
of necessity a retirement of an equal amount 
of bank-notes. The Government of Great 
Britain does not issue paper money, and 
the notes issned by the Bank of England are 
secured upon nearly the same general plan as 
are the notes of the National Banks in tais 
country. The Bank of England has a per- 
manent but limited deposit of national se- 
curities against which it is authorized to 
issue bank-notes. In addition, it is 
authorized to issne as many bank 
notes as it has gold on deposit in its 
vaults. In this way the bill-holder is pro- 
tected at all times against loss, and the bank- 
note is always equal tocoin. The National 
Bank notes in this country are, in like man- 
ner, protected by a deposit of national 
bonds, or actual money, with the Treasury 
for the redemption of the notes. After Jan- 
uary next these bank-notes will be redeem- 
able on demand in coin or its equivalent. 
Under this system there has never been a 
holder of a National-Bank bill who has suf- 
fered a loss from the failure of a National 
Bank. When specie payments shall be re- 
sumed, our National Bank notes will be as 
amply protected against loss by bank-fail- 
ures as are the notes of the Bank of England. 


GERMAN CATHOLICISM AND SOCIALISM. 

The two attempts on the life of the Em- 
peror of Germany have been the direct cause 
of some notable changes in the policy of the 
Empire. The growth of the democratic 
idea had been permitted, if not encouraged; 
a Government war had also been declared 
against Ultramontanism, and chiefly upon 
the ground that certain Church discipline was 
interfering with the more progressive ten- 
dency of menand affairs under the Civil 
Government. The menace of Socialism, so 
emphatically asserted by the attempt to 
assassinate the old Emperor, has completely 
revolutionized the policy of the Government 
in both these respects. The Catholic Church 
is to be replaced upon pretty much the 
seme footing it occupied previons to, the 
enactment of the Faucx laws, and the most 
stringent, repressive laws are to be passed 
for the special treatment of Socialism. 

There has been a sort of ‘treaty between 
Berlin and the Vatican, which is understood 
to restore the status quo of the Church in 
Germany. under the condition that it shall 
use all its influence against the Communists. 
which it is inclined to do in any case, and 
that it shall not seek to gain any prestige 
from the extension of new favors. It is 
stated that the communities of the Sacred 
Heart, Redemptorists, Lazarists, and 
Jesuits, which were expelled under the law 
of 1872, are to be permitted to return as in- 
dividuals, and that they will be allowed to 
reorganize and maintain their societies as 
before, so long as they shall refrain from 
offensive demonstrations. The exiled and 
deposed Bishops are also to have the privi- 
lege of renewing their residence and ecclesi- 
astic authority without making any formal 
prayer for relief, but there are to 
be no public receptions. The unpaid 
fines and unexpired terms of imprisonment 
imposed upon the refractory churchmen 
are to be remitted; ordination and installa. 
tion of priests are to be resumed as before. 
except in such cases as may meet with the 
formal objection of the Government authori- 
ties. Finally, the religious exercises in the 
Catholic churches are to close with prayers 
for the Emperor and Empire. There is 
nothing humiliating to either party in these 
terms, and the new bonds of union will 
probably result in materially strengthening 


the conservative elements of the Empire in 
the detcrmiued warfare which it is proposed 
| to declare pon Communism, 

Au abstract of the bill that has boen pre- 
pared by Biewance fcr the suppression of 
Socialiam reveals that the proposed law pro- 
vides for the dissolation of all organizations 
of a Communistic, Socialistic, or ultra Demo- 
cratic character, and the confiscation of their 
propérty for the benefit of the poor. Publie 
meetings, processions, and festivities under 
the auspices of the Commiunists are pro- 
hibited. It is made a penal offense to solicit 
subscriptious for Commanistic purposes, and 
money thus obtained is to be confiscated to 
the poor fund. Individual responsibility is 
provided for by making every person amen- 
able to fine and imprisonment who knowing- 
ly takes any part in a Socialistic meeting. 
Professional agitators—men who occupy 
places similar to Sonttmwa, Parsons, Mo- 
Aburrx, etc., in this community-—are to be 
banished, after they shall have been pun- 
ished by a fine of 1,000 marks and imprison- 
ment for one year. Severe measures are to 
be enacted against vagrants and tramps, and 
against all persons with concealed weapons. 
The Communistic newspapers and periodicals 
are to be suppressed, and their printing 
ofliccs seized and confiscated. These and all 
other provisions of the new law are to be 
enforced by the police, whose discretion will 
be of the broadest latitude, and whose facil- 
ities for arresting and convicting offenders 
are much superior to those which prevail 
under our laws. 

There is little doubt that Bismarck will 
succeed in carrying out his measures for the 
suppression of Communism in the present 
popular fear and indignation at the threats 
of the Communists, and with the active co. 
operation of the Catholic Church party 
which he has had opposed to him lieretofore. 
If Nopeiime and Hobi were acting under 
the orders of the Communists when they 
fired upon the old man whom they confused 
with the system upon which they have de- 
clared war, then the Commuhists took the 
shortest and surest means for bringing down 
upon themselves the overwhelming and un- 
relenting wrath of a great nation. 


Judge Scuagrrer, of Utah, has just struck 
Mormonism a blow between theeves. He holds 
that a Woman living in concuvdinage is not of 
good moral character, and is therefore not eli- 
gible to citizenship. A Mormon woman of for- 
eign birth, and now one of the sealed wives of 
a Saft Lake saint, applied for naturalization- 
papers, When the District Attorney ralsed the 
bolnt, which was sustained by Judge SCHAEFFER. 
In his decision, the Judge remarked that. 
‘“whil@the Territorial statute making lewd and 
lascivious cohabitation a crime had been re- 
pealed by the Legisiature, still polygamy, and 
living in that relation, were offensive to the 
moral sense of the American people, and, it ap- 
pearing that this applicant was occupying such 
a false position, the Court could not hold that 
she was of gool moral character.” She 
was therefore denied the rights and privileges 
of citizenship. -As much as we desire to see this 
particular phase of Mormonism, aud its most 
offensive one, brought into disrepute, we do not 
believe that the decision of Judge SCHAEFFER 
is founded in good law or in common seuse. A 
male applicaut's moral character is not inquired 
into when he applies for naturalization-papers, 
and there is no good reason for app! ving a spe- 
cial and more rigid rule to women than to men. 
The sauce for the goose ought to be the sauce 
for the gander. As long as polygamy is not in 
violation ot the laws of Utah, a Mormon woman 
is no worse than a Mormon man, vor as bad.

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RUN DOWN. 
A VESSEL SUNK AND 500 LIVES LOST. 

Lox box, Sept. 3.—The excursion steamer 
Princess Alice, returning from Gravesend this 
evening with about 800 passengers, was run 
down off Barking about 8 o’clock by a screw 
steamer. Itis reported that between 400 and 
500 persons were drowned. 

The Princess Alice was struck amidships and 
sunk almost immediately. The number of 
persons drowned is variously estimated at from 
500 to 550. The Migner estimate is the latest, 
and is given by the London Steamboat Com- 
pany, owners of the Priucess Alice. The Com- 
pany’s wharf is besiegea by crowds of people 
anxious to hear of relatives and friends who 
were passengers on the ill-fated boat. 

THE COLLISION. 

Low box, Sept. 45 u. m.—The steamer which 
sunk the Princess Alice is supposed to be the 
Biwell Castle. screw collier, bound north ia bal- 
last. The steward of the Princess Alice states 
that after the collision the other steamer pro- 
ceeded without attempting to render ad. He 
estimates that 700 persons were on board the 
Princess Alice. She sunk bow first in five min- 
utes after she was struck. Some small boats 
and another excursion steamer rendered what 
assistance was possible. 

The drowned include an extraordinary pro- 
portion of women and children.

HUNDREDS OF SHRIEKING CHILDREN.

They bad no 
time to lower boats, and there were but few 
life-buoys on the steamer. All the police of 
Woolwich, town and arsenal, were engaged 
jast night labeling corpses, chiefly Women and 
children, Which completely fill the board-room 
at the steamship company’s office at Woolwich.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonpoy, Sept. 3.—The Mark Lane. £zpress, in 
its review of the corn trade the past week, says: 
‘High temperature has prevailed the past 
week, but the weather has been unsettied. 
Harvest work, particularly ju the North, is 
much delayed by rain, as a considerable quan- 
tity of cereals has been cut but not carried in. 
It is questionable whether very much damage 
bas been done in the midiand counties, although 
sprouting is feared should the weather continue 
warm and showery. A large quantity of wheat 
will douvtless be secured under favorable con- 
ditiens, but farmers are ina hurry to thresh, 
judging by the comparatively liberal offerings 
of new corn at country markets, sampies show- 
ing uumistakable traces of the deteriorated con- 
dition. Crops on light, dry soils, which have 
suffered much from drouth in July, may yieid 
variousiy, but in general a heavy yield of cercals 
is anticipated. All that is now wanted is fine, 
dry weather for ingathering. 

„Root crops, turnips especially, present a 
splendid appeartinee. 

„ The principal feature in the English wheat 
trade has been the rapidity with which samples 
were marketed, in spite of the varied eondition 
in which they were threshed. ‘The increased 
offerings and deteriorated qu+lity have, in some 
instances, caused prices to recede. Ilinports of 
foreign wheat into London have been vers mod- 
erate. Tue bulk of the heavy shipments of new 
winter American Wheat found its wa, to Liver- 
pool rather than to London, but the light sup- 
plies of this class of grain wiich arrived in our 
port have becu satisiactory both iu quality apd 
condition.“

He was there in great force, 
and so crowdea and vexed the owner of the baby 
that she at last gave over. 

A little after 8 the special train rolled in and 
etupped-accurately at the entrance to the path. At 
once the party disembark: d. the President com- 
ing first with one of the committee and Mrs. 
Haves, and the rest following closely. The firemen 
saluted, the soldiers presented arms, and the crowd 
opened wide ite wes, and, toa large extent, ite 
mouth, while the latte procession walked toward 
Michigan avenue? On reaching the sidewalk the 
President entered the first carriage, and the others 
were rapidly filled up. and moved on south. The 
Committee wad telegraphed how many carriaves 
would be necued, but they somehow made a decid- 
edly wrong count, and, as ie usual in such 
cases, there was a eshortace. The Commit- 
tee can hardiv be bviamed, however, be- 
cause thev hid hurdly expecied to 
provide for nursemaids, valeta, colored chamber- 
maide, and the like, nor could they bave louked 
forward to the fact that some of the party would 
insist ou ume up seats with valises instead of 
people. Butthese were minor matters, and the 
walking is good in Chicago. 

When so many as could be accommodated had 
been packed in, the little procession started south 
on Michixan avenue. tuen turned over into Wa- 
bash, marched north, and went down Monroe 
street to LaSalle, and thence to the Pacific. The 
strects along the line were covered with people. 
who cheered and approved tne First Reyiment, aud 
the President, when they identified him. 

Without any sort of formality, the rty dis- 
mounted at the hotel and retired to their rooms to 
follow the advice whicn Mayor Coivin gave another 
dignitary, ** Go and wash up.”

COMYORTABLY HOUSED. 

The rooms set apart for the reception of the 
Presidential party and ite accommodation during 
the brief stay in Chicago are on the paricr-floor of 
the Grand Pacific, within eusy distance of each 
other, and were fitted up in a style becoming the 
station of the visitors. The first room of note was 
Mrs. Hayes’ private parlor at the west end of the 
main hall,—No. 11,—carpeted with rich moyuette, 
revealing a black groundwork relieved by crimson 


and green flowers. ‘The furniture is of dark rose~ 


wood. upholstered in bright crimson satin, while 
the windows are hung with heavy lambrequins to 
match, with elegant lace curtains whose 
airy ligatness is in marked contrast 
to the nixssivenese of the surroundings. 


A large mantel pier-glass and two large mirrors 
on the bureau and dressing-case add to the aftract- 
iveness of the room. A #mall alcove extends off 
from this room, hung with lace and decorated with 
fresh-cut flowers. 
appropriate sbot was to be seen in the room that 
had not been beautifled with fowers. The most 
noticeable thing was a lurse and really elegant 
bouquet, or gather basket of flowers, which was 

resented to the lady of the White House by the 

mecoln Park Commissioners. Additional interest 
centred in the gift from the fact that it was com- 
ed of flowers which have been grown in Lincoln 
rk, and which were grouped together in the very 
artistie shape in which the lacy found 
them, on der arrival yesterday morning, 
by Mr. H. DeVry, the well-known gardener 
at that dreathing-spot. That the beauty of the 
gift was appreciated oy the recipient was most 
evident from her remark to Gen. Stockton at 
breakfast, that it was really the handsomest piece 
of floral work she had ever seen. Composed of 
vari-colored flowers, in which there was a predom- 
inance of tea-roses, carnations, pansies, and other 
floral gems, it contained in the centre a large letter 

„Hin white, enclosed within a blue field, while 
beneath, in red, white. and blue flowers, was an 
American shicid tastefully workea in. Another 
attractive floral gift was a large bouquet from Miss 
Allie k. Smita, of Lake Forest. 

The other rooms are directly across the main 
hall, and look out on the Salle-street front. 
There are five of them, all. so arranged 
that they can be turned into one by open- 
ing the folding-doors. The first one towards 
the south-No. %—was the room intended 
for the Presidential couple. It is very large. and, 
with its crimson plush furniture and the predomi- 
pance of bright hues, ie decidedly cheerful ip ap- 
pearance. The next two rooms are alto cham- 
Urs, connected, like the other, with bath-roomsa, 
carpeted in moquctte, and furnished in dark ma- 
roon, with lambequins of sunilar shade trimmed 
in black and gold. The smaller rooms were occu- 
pied by the children. The two rooms at the north 
end of Ahe enite were vsed as the President's 
yrivate reception-reom and private dining- room. 
the furnishing deing in harmony with tbat ef the 
ded- rooms. 

Tue rooms reserved for the other distinguished 
visitors were on the south side of the main hall. 
nearest to the Presidential apartments, two being 
set apart for Gov. Cullom, one for Attorney- 
General Devens, and one for Secretary Thompsoa, 
in the order in which their names are here given. 
Gen. Le Duc ana the Swedish Minister had apart- 
ments in another portion of the hotel. At each 
end ot the main hall was alarge china vase, filled 
with rare plants. which added to the genera! ap- 
pearance of things. 

From the description given, it will be seen that 
nothing was left undone in the way of showing 
that attention to the party which its importance 
deserved. 

AFTER BREAKFAST. 

Breakfast was served at 9 a. m. in Parlor No. 1. 
and was strictly a family affair. There was no set 
bill of “are, but the botel people exerted them- 
selves to give of their best, and furnished a quiet 
breakfast in the English style. Brook trout, 
prairie chickens, tenderloin steak. and tea and 
coffee composed the menu. After the Presidential 
purty had breakfasted Gen. Ducat and staff, com. 
manding the First Division Dlinois National 
Guards, made their appearance. Mra. Hayes and 
the ladies of the party had retired to their rooms. 
and left the President in possession of Parlors 1 
and 2. Here Gov. Cullom came with bis staff and 
puid their respects to the President. Then ensued 
a brief season of hand-shaking. The corridor lead- 
ing tothe Presidential apartments was thronged 
with the guests of the house and their friends. 
ail eaver to catch a giimvse of ihe lion 
of the hour. The crowd began to edge ite way to 
the parlor occupied by the President, and Mr. 
Tyler B. Gaskill, one of the hotel proprietors, con- 
stituted himself a committee of one to attend the 
door, which he did grucefully and assidnonsly. 
Mr. John B. Drake. too, Sam Turner, Sam Packer, 
Bob Gardner, and every other important official of 
the house vied with one another in showing the 
Executive of the nation attention commensurate 
with hie position. It can oe truly said of Presi- 
dent Hayes that he is an even-tempered man. 
Nothing seeme to disturb Lim, and the interest in 
him evinced by the muititude appeared gratifying 
to him, bat did not excite him in the least. To 
Tux TRIBUNE reporter detailed to note his move- 
ments be was pleasant und kind. He fought shy 
of any attempt to imterview him, however. my 
am pleased with what I have seen of Chicago, 
said the President. anal am sorry 1 shall have 

r myself away so soon.” ; 
we ten — — stay a week in Chicago, at 
least. said Tux T'RipuNE reporter, and see our 
ny points of interest. = 
me should like to stay here longer.

“Then the President smiled. Just here the con- 
versation was cut short by others coming up. Mr. 
Hayes 1s wonderfully apt at recognizing old 
friends. Mr. Webb Hayes, the President's von, is 
a genial young gentleman, who, not unlike his 
father, is apt to take the world’ as it 
comes. and view everything from 2 philo- 
sopbical standpoint. One of the members of 
the Presidential party stated that the President 
views the outcome of his policy in a very com- 
placent way. It was not his policy he been 
pursuing toward the South, but it was that which 
was inevitable, and which had been decreed by 
faith. Hed Mr. Hayes allowed it to spring up of 
itself, without apparently having been responsible 
for it, he would have stood ina different attitude 
before the country to-aay. He chose to take the 
responsibility, hoping thereby, by tae exhibition 
of amagnimity towards the South, to bring about 
good feeling. Bat then commenced the fight in 
the Senate, and the influence was in u manner lost. 
„ How could Haves have done otherwise“ said 
the gentleman. ‘*Why, Hamburg Butler says 
that ‘no man wa* more rapidly breaking up a Sol- 
id South than Hayes, but he had to back some- 
what, and that’s what saved us.“ 

„ The yellow fever is having its effect upon the 
Southern people,” said Acting-Mavor Gilbert, who 
wus of the party.

JOINING THE PROCESSION. 

At 11 o'clock the Presidential party was called 
out into the corridor to arrange for positions in 
the carriages in the procession. Here there was a 
tedious wait, owing to a bitch in the manner of 
arranging the military escort. Behind the Presi- 
dent were the rest of the gentlemen of his party, 
the Citizens’ Reception and Executive Commi‘- 
tees, Gen. Sheridan's staf, aad Ger. Ducat and 
his staff. Gov. Callom and George M. How sup- 
ported the President gracefully. The corridors at 
this time were crowded with people. cager to 
catch a glimpse of the features of Mr. Hayes. 
They somewhat crowded the guests, but there was 
no great amount of obirusiveness, Just here, 
in the tecions wait, an amusing in 
cident occurred. Tue President was 
quietly conversing with Gov. Cullom, 
when an honest-lookin? old farmer came up and 
cordially grasped the President’s hand. Said te. 
atthe same time: My name is Grimes. from 
Kankakee County.” The President smiicd just a 
little. and said he: (ov. Cullom. allow me to 
introduce to you Mr. Grimes, of Kankakee.” 
An, Gov. Culiom."’ said Mr. Grimes, Ive 
heard of you, but never had the pleasure of see- 
ing you.” 

_** Yes,” replied the Governor. 
Kankakee County are you from? 

0. no, sir, I'm from Mankato, Kankakee 
County, replied Mr. Grimes. And then the old 
gen leman fell into telling how he sent his two 
sons into the army. and bew one of the boys was 
leit to enrich Southern soil. ‘The old man was 
politely received, and he went away witha great 
big opinion Of President Hayes. 

At last Johnny Hand sounded the bugle call, and 
the Presidential party walked down the stairs lead- 
ing from the soutuwest cornerof the hotel, Jack 
son and LaSallestrects. At the footof the marble 
staircase, in the Grand Exchange, there was a 
large crowd, and as soon as the President appeared 
they gave him a most hearty reception, which he 
acknowledged witha bow. ‘Tue people in the cor- 
ridor also applanded, and the greeting was quite 
vociferous. He and his party took tueir places in 
the carriages, and awaited the starting of the pro- 
cession.

THE GATHERING CROWD. 

If the North and West Sides of the city had 
been destroyed by tire there would not have been a 
much larger crowd yesterday morning in the 
South Division, particulariy in those localities 
where the various participants in the parade were 
awaiting the wordto fall in.” Aside from the 
fact thatthe streets in general were thronged at 
every point with residents and visitors. so much 
so that good judges say that the city never con- 
tained more people, the scene about Madison, 
Monroe, Dearborn, and State streets and Wabash 
avenue from ¥ to 11 o clock was one of torturing, 
bewildering, head-racking confusion. The 
strects were blocked with soldiers, firemen, fire- 
apparatus, artillery, and uniformed menu. with a 
big sprinkling of boys, large and emall. The side- 
walks and gutters were covered with a mass of 
humanity so dense that progress and regress were 
actions possible only in the imagination. The 
stores and bulldiugs were crowded. The windows 
were choked with human frames cramped and 


> crowded into the most uncomfortable positions. 


Women and children assumed the most perilous 
postures outside of windows. Every article which 
could by any contortion of the imagination be con- 
verted into a thing to sit upon was pressed into 
service. The tops of the buildings were lined with 


epectatore. The buildings in process of erection 
were overrun and the workmen driven away from 
taeir labors. Business was necessarily suspended. 
There were no eyes nor thoughts for anything save 
the fighters of fire and the brightly-painted appa- 
ratus. Dearborn street, from Madison to Monroe, 
was filled chock full of people and thivugs. The 
things were the apparatus of the Chicago Depart - 
ment. The people were over all and in all. Then 
swarmed around everything and everybody, pushed 
and crowded each other in their endeavor to obtain 
a better view. They ran momentary and imminent 
danger of being crushed beneath some passing pon- 
derous engine or ljadder-truck, and mixed them- 
selves upinanalarming manner with snorting, paw- 
ing horses. Monroe street, from Clark to State, was 
just like Dearborn street as to ite occupancy. State 
street and Wabash avenue, as far south as Van 
Buren street, were but little more easy 
of travel. Men, boys, women, gi ls, 
and infant⸗ innumerable were there. 
They overran the sidewalks, stopped the progress 
of the street-cars, and impeded all kinds of travel. 
They were in the windows of the buildinge from 
cellar to garret, on the tops of the houses, in the 
trees. and boys hugged the teiegravh poles. 

No policemen appearea to disturb the cunfusion 
nor mar the sweetness of the many petty dis- 
turbances. The crowd evinced its ability to care 
for itself, and no policemen were neede!. All 
were in the high good numor of excitement, One 
man trod on another's toes ~~ apologized, and 
the other man good-humoiediy replied: ‘* Oh, 
never mind. you bare not been there more 
than a minate. The inevitable and the irrepressi- 
ble emall boy wae as nume®fous and noisy as ever. 
and amused himself and others dy his own perilous 
tricks and slang remarks. Tis was in the time 
before the column got under way. Afterall had 
been made ready and the ‘‘circus had com- 
menced“ order reigned supreme. ‘There was the 
same crowd and the same crowding. bat the unui- 
vided attention of all on the streets was turned to 
the firemen and the soldiers to an extent that quite 
belied what a reporter has heard said: The peo- 
pie don't take enough interest in this thing. But. 
as to the preparations and the formation. 

— 


FALLING INTO LINE. 

Whoever had in charge the formation of the pro- 
cession; the stationing of the various and many 
companies: the direction of the military; and in 
short, the general supervision of the starting of 
the entire affair, le deserving of the greatest credit 
for che ease with which the column was gotten 
under way. There was not a hitch apparent at 
any point, and the lice of march was taken up at 
the appointed time. That fact alone would be 
enough commendation for any ordinary occasion ; 
for not within the recollection of the oldest in 
habitant has punctuality been a characteristic of 
any nulitery or civic processional dispiay that nas 
taken pluce inthis city. Yesterday's demohstra- 
tion was announced to begin at 11 o'’clocky and at 

11 oclock it was begun. The’ corner 

Peck court and Wabash avenne 
had been chosen as the starting- 
point, and ail formation looked toward that corner. 
The various military orzanizations had been, each 
and every ove, requested to occupy a certain posi- 
tion, so that when the moment arrived the only 
preliminary evolution would be that of ‘* closing 
up.” Tuns all along Wabash avenue and in the 
side streets from Madison to Peck court the gayly- 
caparisoned soidier boys, and the fantastically ar- 
ra ved firemen, stood anxiously and good-naturedly 
awaiting the word march. Tous all confusion, 
which usually results from an inability on the 
partof the Commander-in-Chief to find this com- 
pany or that hose-cart, was averted. The Chicago 
firemen and apparatus wee. as aforesaid, aligned 
on Dearborn street, in front of Tux Tune of- 
tice. Monroe street was full of visiting compa- 
nies. On the west side of State street was an un- 
broken line of hose-carta, engines, and men in 
the order which they took in the procession. Wa- 
bash avenue was alive with brass-bound militia- 
men, carriages, and bands. Mounted aids, with 
sabres and gold cord fiving in the wind, dashed 
hither and thither. The bands tuned up and 
played enatches of airs. the militia performed 
fancy evolutions and went through the manaal, to 
the great delight of the spectators, the much. 
aizuilietted ana flerce-mustached o re of 
the etafis of the Governors and other 
celebrities allowed the curious crowd to 
gaze in respectfn) silence, while his Exceliency the 
Yresident submitted with admirabie grace to the 
torture of a hand-shaking bee. started and 
kept up by a horde of hoodlums,—black, white, 
yellow. and brown. Nothing but the starting of 
the procession put an end to Mr. Hayes’ impromp- 
tu reception, and the clamorous youngsters who 
hud been imprudent and sprightly enough to se- 
cure a second chance to shake the Presi- 
dent's hand went about holding the ‘‘how-ao” 
hands in their pockets to retain the pressure as 
long as possible. 

When, a little before 11 o'clock, it was an- 
nounced that all was ready, the procession started 
in the order which was maintained throughout. 
For the sake of convenience, if for no other rea- 
son, the entire turn-out had been divided into 
six divisions. The First consisted of the 

lice and the Chicago Fire-Marshals. 

he second was composed of the mili- 
tia, and President Hayes’ escort of officers, 
staffs, citizens, etc. he Third embraced the 
visiting firemen from other States. The Fourth 
included the fire companies from coantry towns in 
this State. The Fifth was made upof the Fire 
Patrol of Caicago, and the Sixth Division included 
the Chicago Fire Department, the visiting fre com- 
panies, and miscellaneous organizations, such as 
the Mexican Veteran Association, the Volunteer 
Firemen’s Benevolent Association, ete. 

These different divisions had rested along Wa- 
bash avenue in their proper order. so there was no 
confusion. The police had been stationed on State 
street, near Peck court, and not until the column 
had turmed the corner of Peck court and 
started north on State street did the police take 
their positions. Then. as the column moved 
further north, the hose and engine companies rest- 
ing along State street, as Defore stated, wnecied imo 
line and joined with the rest. The Chicago De- 
partment, too, had taken up a position on State 
street, undintorn whecled into their place and 
marched aiong. \iewed in regard to preparation 
and management the procession was a success, 
and reflects great credit upon the executive ability 
of Chief Benner, Gen. Torrence, and the worthy 
Executive Committee which so ably assisted 
them aud their subordinates. 


THE PROCESSION. 

Directly behind the police orderlies who led the 
way came Fire-Marshai Benner, and to simply say 
that he looked gorgeous would be doing the sub- 
ject very little justice. He was mounted ona 
snowy-White charger (some people would call ita 
horse, but it was a charger), and this beast. al- 
though inclined to corpuiency, evidentiv felt that 
it was ite day out, and pranced around in precisely 
the manner that chargers are always alleged in 
novels to do. The Marshal looked well, 
his orenzed complexion, funereal wustacue, 


clearly cut 
being set great advantage 
by the handsome dark blue uniform of the Depart- 
ment. with its silver buttons. On his bead was a 
magnificeat fireman's helmet. perfectly white, 
and in his right hand he carried 4 silver trumpet, 
lined with gold aud avorned with 4 showy cord and 
tasael. As the Chief passed along it was soon ap- 
parent that he was a feature, and whoops and 
huzzahe went up from every throat along the 
route as he passed by, Accompanying bim were 
Assistant Marebale Petrie and Myers, and Capte. 
Casey, Holt, aud O'Brien, all being well mounted. 
und doing credit to the Department, Then came 
the Great Western Licht- Guard Band, ite members 
vigorously blowing their lines away on the big-ana 
little yellow horns, tnd producmg some very fne 
music. Auybody who thinks it fun to lug around a 
bie brags horn during a hot day, and blow the same 
at frequent intervals, ie mistaken. Next to re- 
porters, the patient and beer-loving horn-blowers 
are most to be pitied on great and gala occasions. 
Next to the band were the police, nambering 340 
men, including officers. The recently-apvointed 
Superintendent. deuvey, was at the 
head, gatride of a black horse, which 
ranked next to Marshal Benner’s steed. 
The Superintendent was accompanied by Deputy- 
Supt. Dixen, and behind them came Detectives 
Lansing, Heinzman, and Bauder, also on horse 
back. Then came the patrolmen, marching eight 
abreast, with steady step, and commanded by 
Cupts. Hood, Johnson. Gand, and O'Donnell, the 
latter's squad heading the lot. The men looked 
well, as they always do in a parade. and the Cap- 
tuins evidently took pride in their commands, 
alongside of waich they rode. Perhaps the finest 
looking squad in the lot was that from 
the Armory, under command of Lieut. 
Fred Ebcrsoid. They were all staiwart men, 
perfect specimeus of physical Manhood, and, from 
the fact that all of them do patrol duty m the heart 
of the city, they were at once recognized by the 
crowd, and frequently cheered. The detail from 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Station, consisting of 
twenty-four men under command of Lieut. ‘om 
Barrett. also looked and marched well. The West 
Side battalion, under command of Capt. Hood, 
consisted of 107 men, there being also four 
Lieutenants and two Sergeants. The North Side 
officers were in charge of Capt. Gund, assisted by 
Lients. Baus and Hathaway. 
Then came 
‘* THE MELISH,” 
and, when the rattle of the drums was heard above 
the general din, there was a buzz of exvectation, 
and about 75,000 necks along the line were 
sirctched a little more in an effort to see all there 
was to b hold. At the head of the brigade rode 
Gen. J. T. Torrence, ite commander, his martial 
bearing and figure being displayed to advantaye on 
horseback. On either side of tne General was his 
entire staff, which numbers about twenty men, 
Adjutant John Lanigan and Vice-Commodore 
Lilly Lyon leading the van. Mr. Lyon has a min- 
tary title also, but just what it le the reporter does 
not know. and, as heis better known as a navi- 
gator than a military map, his nautica! 
title is adhered to. Attending the General and his 
staff was the First Cavalry. under command of 
Maj. E. Welter. This body numbered 150 men, 
and, as they were all mounted on good horses. 
and showed evidence of having been well drilled. 
thev presented a creditable and pleasing appear- 
ance. Bohiud the cavalry was the Second Regi- 
ment, ite drum corps being at the head of the 
column, where also was Col. Quirk. The regi- 
ment was attended by tue Elgin Militarv Band of 
thirty-five pieces, which played variety of mar- 
tial airs. This band was one of the best in the 
procession, and was noticeable for ite fine march- 
ing and handsome uniform of gray. Following it 
was the regiment, 200 strong, six com- 
pantes being represented. looked and 
marched well, aud dust . created 
by their passage fioated gently into the 
open mouth of many a rustic who stood transfixed 
at the sight of so many guns and other implements 
of war, while the tireless and enterprising *‘ wipe- 
snatcher“ or dip“ went leisurely through his 
pockets in search of the proceeds of this vear’s hay 
erop, generally succeeding in getting it without 
the slightest difficuity. in the rear of the Second 
was the Sixth Battalion, its commander being Maj. 
M. W. Powell. The battalion nambered about 250 
men, Company A being under command of Capt. 
B. R. De Young. and moving ua manner which 
reflected great cred.t upon that officer and bis mode 
of drill. The battalion was n by ite 
own band, which compared favorably with the 
other organizations of a like character in the pro- 
cessiun. Then came the great attraction of the 
day, 
PRESIDENT HAYES. 

He wae in the first of a long line of carriages 
containing civic and military dignitaries of varions 
grades, and at the time of passing the particular 
TRIBUNE reporter, who was at the corner of state 
and Jackson streets, was engaged in gazing intent- 
ly at the upper-story windows of avery tali build- 
ing. as if he expected to come across something of 
exceeding interest in that elevated locality. As 
the carriage passed siowly along, one continuous 
cheer arose from the crowds on either side, to 
which the President responded by bowing. Gis 
head was uncovered, and it must have been very 
uncomfortadle to stand for a couple of hours in 
the boiling sun and keep up a nodding that must be 
very destructive to the cervical vertevre. 
In the carriage with the President were Gov. Cal- 
jom and Mr. George M. How, President of the 
Committee which has the entertainment of the dis- 
tinguished guest during his stay in the city in 
charge. Six cavairymen acted as an escort and 
guard to the v hiele, and in front of it was another 
horseman with the flag of our country planted 
firmiv in hisabdomen. The second carriage was 
occupied by Attorney-(ieneral Devens and Mesers. 
J. V. Farwell and George Armour. In the third 
were the President's two sons, L. Z. Leiter, Esq... 
and Franklin MacVeagh. Judge Rogers and 
Mr. Q. 8. A. Sprague were the occupants of the 
next carriage. Of the other three, Gen. Le Duc. 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Acting- Mayor 
Gilbert, Prof. W P. Jones. Judge 
Yancey, Senator Butler, and Messers. Baker, 
Kellogg, Phelps, and Walker. Then came Gen. 
Sheridan's staff, also in carriages; and Gen. A. C. 
Ducat, commander of the division of State mili- 
tia, and staff. In the rear of these carriages were 
athers containing the members of the various com- 
mittees connected with the show. In the rear of 
these were Ax cavairymen, and following them 
was Pound's First Regiment Band, which was in 
turn followed by tne regimental drum corps. Then 
came the First, and itis but fair to say that the 
boys never looked betier. Their tasty gray uni- 
forms and glittering guns were familiar sights to 
mort of the spectators, and the enthusiastic cheer- 
ing with which they were received all along the 
line of march showed that tae people of the 
city were proud of its crack military 
organization. The boys turned out 425 strong. 
ten companies being represented in the ranks. At 
the head of the command rode Col. Swain, attend 
ed by his staff, and the display of gold cord and 
tassels made was quite appalling to ordinary mor- 
tals who are not permitted to wear anything bat 
citizens’ clothes. 

The artillery came next. It was Tobey's Battery, 
consistirg of six cannon anda Gatling gun, and 
on the caissons and horses were ninety men, moet 
of them being veterans of the late War. They 
were followea by Company B, of the Sixteenth 
Battalion, thirty-five strong, under command of 
Capt. A. Brown. 

‘hen came the Third Division, composed exclu-

Chief Kohn, of Battle Creek, Mich. : Chief Drew, 
of Burlington, Vt.; C. H. Duncan, Cheyenne; and 
Capt. Penrock, of Denver; and Chief Wadsworth, 
of Marshalitown, Ia, ‘he Ypsilanti (Mich. ) 
band was at tue head of the procession, it contain- 
ing seventeen musicians, and then came a dele- 
gation from the Ypsilanti Fire Department, of 41 
men, having ip eharge the carts of Hope Hose Com- 
pany, No. 1, and Alert Hose Company, No. 2. 
Both of the machines were decorated with flowers 
and streamers, and as they were the first preces of 
fire apparatus in the procession, their appearance 
was everywhere greeted with cheers. hese men 
were commanded by Chief Arnold. Next to 
the Ypsilanti firemen were those from Charlotte. 
Mich., having in charge Charlotte Hose No. 1. 
There were fifteen men in this delegation, and 
their movements were directed by Chief- Engineer 
J. V. Johnson, of the Charlotte Fire Department. 
The Battle Creek firemen came next, their hose- 
cart being Tempest No. 2, and the usual decora- 
tions were visible upon it. The men numbered 
twenty-eight, and were led by Chief Barnes, of 
Battle Creek. Quincy, Mich., was represented by 
fifty eight of her best-looking firemen, belonging 
to Alert Hose, No. 1, and Protection Hose, No. 2. 
Paw Paw, Mich. , came next. the men from that city 
beivg led by Ford's Cornet Band. There were 
eighteen men from Snail Hose, No. 2, in the 
ranks, the command being held by Capt. Mal- 
colm. The Alert Hose Company, of Big Rapids, 
Mich., was next, there * i gg meu, under 
command of Capt. C. O. Miller, in the ranks. 
Then followed the Indiana Wide-Awake, No. 2, 
of Laporte, and Long John, No. 1, of Valparaiso, 
the former consisting of thirty men, under com- 
mand of Capt. William Hess, and the latter of 
eighteen men, headed by Capt. A. F. Lepell. The 
Indiana men brought along the American Band, of 
Laporte, which did its State credit; and the hose- 
carts were tastefully decorated. Indeed, it may 
be said that all the hose-carte and nook-and-iad- 
der trucks were tastefully trimmed, and there was 
no room for praising one at the expense of others 
After the Indiana firemen came those from 
Ohio. The first thing in the line was 
the Mansfeld Band, twenty-four pieces, and di- 
rectly behind it was Hope Hose No 1, from the 
same town, commanded by Capt. John Mosey, 
woo had in charge thirty-six nicely-dressed and 
hardy looking men. Eagle Hose, No, 5, from 
Wooster. O.. was the next organization, and 
eighteen of its members, commanded by Capt. 
James G. Jackson, pulled a highly-polished cart. 
Tiffin was represented by Young America Hose, No. 
1, the eighteen men from its its ranks being com- 
manded by Capt. Henry Blunm and Chief-En- 
gineer Joseph Myers. The members of this com- 
pany were so unfortunate as to leave their ani- 
forms on the cars, and. in consequence, were 
ostiged to parade in their runumg costume, — 
tightly-fitting gauze shirts and = tights.

At the 
head of the division was the Fourth Regiment 
Band, of Monmont a, III., thirteen pieces; and 
following them were twenty-eight members of 
the Decatur Fire Department, H. W. Dodson, 
Chief, having with them Rescue Hose, No. 1, and 
Eldorado Hose. No. 2, and Young America Hook 
and Ladder, No. 2.

The engine with these men was a beautiful 
one. and the team that drew it—a pair of superb 
bIACKS—Was one of the oest-iooking in the pro- 
cession. Next to the Bloomington delegation was 
that from Litchfleld, forty-five in number, draw- 
ing the Eagle Hook · and- Ladder Truck, and a pretty 
huse-carriage. Chief John Long was in command, 
assisted by K. Beck. The Charleston Fire 
Department sent up nineteen men from the Tom 
Dean Hose Company, under the command of Capt. 
William Jeffries, to take part in the tournament. 
aud they were a credit tothetown. Following 
them was the Evanston Hose Company No. 1, led 
by Fire-Mar nal W. R. Bailey and Foreman Alex- 
ander Drummond. This company probably re- 
ceived as much spplause as any from the outside 
towns, and i's appearance was cemairly such ae to 
justify it. The men numbered forty, and pulled 
as pretty and tastefully decorated à cart as any 
organization in the parade. They were followad 
by tne Keystone Hose Company, of Rock Falls, 
forty men, led by Capt. John L. Newton. The 
Gail Borden Company, of Elgin, was also a fine 
appearing body of men, and received considerable 
attention and applause from the specta- 
tors. It was commanded by Capt. 
W. R. Hermon. The Colambfia, of 
Sterling, twenty men, came next. Capt. Willey 
was in command. Joliet Engine Company No. 1 
looked well, and their hose-cart ** Shoo-Fly”" was 
handsomely ornamented, and Jacksonville sent in 
some fine looking men and apparatus, and had it 
driven by a Chicago rein handler, Tom Hayden. 
The Sycamore Hose Companies, Nos. 1 and 2, 
wore out with thirty-five men, under command of 
Marshal Sawyer, assisted by William Balcom. 
Abingdon also had a hook-and-ladder truck in the 
procession, and Rockford was represented by 
a hand engine and twe hose companies. 
Aurora also sent up a couple of hose com- 
anies. Kirkwood came in with # handsome 
ook-and-ladder track. The Champion Engine 
Company, of Rantoul, had a handsome Chem 
ca!“ with it, the fifteen men being imanded by 
Capt. J. R. Manville. The largest wisplay made 
by any of the outside towns, however, was that of 
the Hyde Park Fire Department, which had ont 
Engine Cos. Nos. 1, 2, and 4. Each one was elab- 
orately decorated, and the horses trimmed and fes- 
tooned from foretop to tall. Eighty members of 
this Department were in the line, under the com- 
mand of Marshal Hogan, and they were well re- 
ceived by the crowd, which cheered them fre- 
guently. Following tbe Hvde Park boys, came 
THE CHICAGO FIRE PATROL, 
and too much credit cannot be given to Capt. Ben 
Bullwinkle for the exceedingly handsome and 
tasteful manner in which the wagons and horses of 
the Patrol were decorated. The Patrol hada place 
all to itseif, constituting the Fifth Division of the 
procession; and the wisdomof this arrangement 
was manifest when the wagons and carriages com- 
oring it appeared. The Division was headed by 
Nevans’ Military Band, Supt. Bullwinkle riding 
in front of the musicians on a gailant-looking gray, 
and receiving considerable appiause. Behind 
Mr. Bullwinkle was the ola Patrol wagon, 
filled with visiting members of the New York and 
Philadelpbia Patrols, This wagon alse contained 
a band. The vehicle was profuscly ornamented 
with evergreens and flowers, the word Welcome 
being worked on either side. Then came Patrol 
Wagon No. 1, a new institution, which had never 
before appeared on the streets. The drapings and 
floral ornaments on this wagon were ciaborate, 
and a number of American flags were arranged ina 
very beautiful manner. On a banner waich floated 
over the boye was the Patrol's motto: 
Time, speed, and execution. 
We challenge the world. 

Then came Patrol Wagon No. 2, filled with its 
complement of men, and behind it was the Patrol 
Supply Wagon. —a preity thing in its way, —on the 
seat of Which lay the white bull-dog that hae fol- 
lowed the fortunes of the Patrol for so many years 
The pony, which does the fire-reporting for the 
Patrol, followed along by himself, and seemed to 
realize the fact that he was an important part of 
the institution. Three members of the Chicago 
Board of Underwriters, composing the Committee 
on Fire Patrol, were along in a carriage. This 
Division received more applause than any in the 
procession, unless that which contained the Presi 
dent's carriage be excepted, and tae Patrol boys 
could not repressasmile of satisfaction as tie 
cheers rolled up from each side of the streets 
through which they passed. 

Tue Sixth and last Division contained 

THE CHICAGO FIRB DEPARTMENT, 

and whenever the ourly form and pleasant face of 
Firet-Aserstant Sweente. who led it, appeared a 
shout went up that must have made the men feel 
that the people of Chicago took pride in their 
firemen and wanted to express it in the heartiest 
kind of cheers. Assistant-Marshnais Shay and 
Musham actea as aide to Marshal Sweenie. Fol- 
lowine them were the Mexican War veterans in 
carriages, their names being as follows:

Then, in carriages, came the members of the 
Firemen’s Benevolent Association, composed of 
the members of tae old votanteer Fire Depart- 
ment, fifty in number.

Sanders, McCaffrey, Janssens, 
Jonas, Turner, Tully, Oliver, Lawler, Waldo, 
Niesen, Throop, Rawleigh, Beidler, McNurney, 
Knopf. and Kiszner came next in carriages, fol- 
lowed oy about six carriage-loads of others of equal 
or less notability. 

Then came the engines and other apparatus of 
the Department, and as each machine passed it 
was tamaltuously cheered by the crowd. 41 the 
head of the line was Babcock No, 4, attended by a 
band. It was extensively decorated, and the ex 
tinguishers shone with all the brilliancy of which 
they were capable, which is saying a great deal. 
Hook-and-Ladder No. 4 was next, drawn by four 
fine-looking horses, each one being gayiy deco- 
rated. Babcock No. 1 followed, and showed evi- 
dences of the work that bad been bestowed upon it 
by the boys. Engine No. 7 was, perhaps, as 
much admired as any inthe procession. The floral 
decorations were as elaborate as well could be, and 
flags were flying from — portion of the ma- 
chine to which they could be attached. The 
credit of the decorations is Ww de 

iven to the Ilaties in tte vicinity of 
No. Te house, corner of Inaiana and Lincoln 
streets.

A better spot for reviewing the procession than 
the balcony of the Exposition Building could not 
have been selected. If the gentlemen to whom 
the arrangements had been intrasted, however, 
had tried their very best, they could not have 
chosen a worse time than they did,—when tne 
dusty and warm marchers, having gone over a loug 
line, came up with something of a fagged-out ap- 
pearance, and in that state were reviewed by the 
dignified occupant of the Presidential enait. Som- 
mittees of arrangements are generally composed 
no doubt of men of eminent wiadom, but one 
thing is apparently most difficult for them to learn, 
—namely, to restrict a line of march so as to 
bring it somewbere within proper walkable limits. 
If tt is dificult to keep a small crowd in order, the 
reader who wasn't there will readily imagine that 
it was something of atask for the police to keep 
within the proper bounds a crowd larger and more 
uneasy than any that bas been seen in Chicago for 
many a day. Old men. who og¢ht to have been at 
howe; women with babies and women without ba- 
bies, who ought to have been anywhere else, were 
actuully in the thickest of the pulling, pushing, 
swaying, neck-craning, and wholly unraly assem- 
bly chat lined Michigan avenue on both sides for 
blocks. jammed up Adams street as fat north as 
Wabush avenue, and were laughen at in their 
frightful endeavors to gain vantage-ground by the 
lucky ones who were privileged to mount the Ex- 
position balcony, fill up the neighboring windows, 
crowd the adjacent roofs, and perch them- 
selves om the dizay fences that do aboand 
in that particular jocality. Tue amount 
of chaſüung tbat went on between the 
waiting crowd and such passers-by as men with 
watermelon trucks, peanut- wagons, and tue like, 
was unlimited, and gave rise to @ constant suc- 
cession Of cachinnatory efforts, The police did 
not arrive ou the ground to any Freut extent until a 
litte after 1 o'clock, when the preliminary flour- 
ishing of batons, with accompanying efforts to 
drive the crowds back and keep the street open. 
began. A numberof carriages had nearly filled 
np Adams street, and the backflow of the crowds, 
retreating before the uplifted billies, rendered 
that thoroughfare a perfect jam. Every once ina 
while the crowd would encroach upon the prohto- 
ited space, and then anotner skirmish would be- 
gin, only to end in the crowd's discomfiture. 

In the meantime each individual pickpocket aid 
improve cach shining minate to convey anto him- 
self anything of value whereon he could lay hie 


dexterous fingers, and to this class the crowding 


and jamming was quite to their taste,—ana their 
hands, too, for that matter. The Mexican Mini- 
ter and party were the first to arrive, and then the 
crowd expressed us feelings by shouting.

By a singularly brilliant displav of 
lunacy, the driver drove down Adams street, 
which was already blocked. The gentlemen in 
charge-of the arrangement» endeavored to clear the 
street for the passage of the party in their car- 
riage, but the President saw that this could not be 
done without a good deal of trouble and loss of 
time. The proper thing to do would have been to 
turn around, go up Wabash avenue to Monroe 
street, down Monroe to Michigan avenue, and 
then into the north end of the building, where 
there is a carriage-way. But the President 
thought it easier to dismount, leave Mrs. Hayes, 
who expressed a preference for returning to the 
hotel, and to wedge his way through the crowd to 
the main door. In the meantime Adams street, 
which had been partially cleared, was again blocked 
up, and the police were forcing the crowd back on 
one another. trampling down women and little 
children, whacking the men with their billies, and 
otherwise displayiag their valor. One asinine 
member of the force mounted on a big bay horse 
pranced around at a lively rate, utterly unconscious 
of the fact that there were women and children in 
the crowd to whom the imminent dapger of con- 
tact with the horse's hoofs was not the most pieus- 
ant thing that mient be contemplated. This pash- 
ing of the crowd at this particular juncture was 
altogether out of place, for the reason tbat it drove 
the people back towa the corner where the 
President, Mr. George M. How, and Mr, 
George Armour were trying to edge thei 
way throngh the mass ulready crowded 
on the sidewaik, and every minute hemmed in 
closer and closer by the people in front 
crowding in upon them. How the three gentle- 
men ever sacceeded in pushing through without 
being stepped on and brought into undignified con— 
tact with tae pavement, is something they can bet 
ter tell than any one else. They Gia not escape 
unscathed altugether, nowever, Mr. How beiag re- 
lieved of a fine gold watch, which some light-fin- 
gered adept pinched off from his chain. 

As the President reached the street and the 
crowd saw who was coming they fell back sligutly. 
and as the trio moved towards the main entrance 
there was considerable clapping of hands, and con- 
siderable applause by way of a hearty greeting. It 
was redoubled when, a few moments later, the 
President appeared on the balcony. with Gov. Cul- 
lom and Acting-Mayor Guibert on his right, Mesers. 
How and Armour on his left, and a number of dig- 
nitaries bringing up the rear. Asmall table had 
been placed outside the balcony railing, draped in 
an American flag and nearly covered witha large 
and elegant bed of flowers, the gift of the Hon. 
William Henry Smith. It was made up oi. carna- 
tions, tea roses, rosebads, pansies, forget-me- 
nots, and other varieties, and its centre was a bed 
of carnations in which appeared the word Wel- 
come, formed of small blue owers. As the 
President took his stand in front of the tadle and 
the beautiful floral gift which it bore, and as the 
crowds below began to avplaad and cheer. the pro- 
cession, which bad arrived and remained standing 
south of the building, Degan to pass in review be- 
fore him. Before u had all gone by Mr. Hayes 
took off his hat a great many more times 
than he is years old, and frequently showed 
his appreciation of the pageant by turning 
around to the gentlemen beside him and express- 
ing his satisfaction by an admiring look. The pro- 
cession was fully an hour in passing, several aelays 
occurring whica could have been avoided had the 
arrangements for taking care of the crowd been 
different from what they were. The general ef- 
fect. however, Was good, and asto the procession 
itself, everybody admitted that it was one of the 
very best in every respect that Chicago has ever 
seen.

THE RAILROADS. 


AUDITOR OF RAILROAD ACCOUNTS, 
Railroad officials connected with Western 
roads are now in receipt of a cireular from Mr. 
T. French, Auditor of Railroad Accounts at 
Washington, requesting them to comply with 
the provisions of the law creating his Bureau. 
Auditor French claims to have jurisdiction over 
the Union and Central Pacific, Kansas Pacific, 
Sioux City & Pacific, Central branch of the 
Union Pacific, Denver Pacific, Texes & Pacific, 
Southern Pacific, Northern Pacific, St. Louis & 
San Francisco, Atiantic & Pacific, Burlington & 
Missouri River in Nebraska, Oregon & Catifor- 
nia, Oregon Central, Hannibal & St. Joe, 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern, Missouri 
Pacific, Little Rock & Fort Smith, Memphis 
& Little Rock, Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, Leavenworth, 
Lawrence & Gulveston, Missouri Kiver, Fort

the United States issued by way of loan to aid 
in constructing or furnisbing ite road, or which 
has received from the United States avy lands 
granted to it for a similar purpose, shall make 
to the said Auditor any and all such reports as 
he may require from time to time, and shall 
submit its books and records to the ivspection 
of said Auditor or any persou acting in his 
piace and stead. 

it is asserted by officers of some of the roads 
that they are not called on to respond to the 
demand of the Auditor for the reason that 
their lands were received from the State, and 
not directly from the United States. There is 
nothing in the law, they say, which alludes to 
State grants, aud it seems desirable that the 
powers of the Auditor should be judicially as- 
certained as soon as possible. 

As regards the Union and Central Pacific 
Railroads there can be nodoubt of Mr. French’s 
jurisdiction, and until his position in regard to 
the other roads is more fully defined he can 
exercise his energy and talents and briug his 
authority to bear upou the above- named two 
roads by getting the missing balauce- sheet 
from the former, and requiring both to show 
why they discriminate iu matters of freight, 
etc.

IOWA. 
Spe cia Correspondence of The Tribune, 

Des Mois, Ia., Sept. 2—The charges against 
the Burlington & Cedar Rapids Road, made be- 
for the Railroad Commissioners by the Toledo, 
Peoria & Warsaw, that the former will trans- 
port ſts empty cars to stations on its line and 
deliver to the T., P. & W. at Burlington, except 
at local rates, involves very important ques- 
tions. If foreign corporations can thus come to 
the Mississippi River or elsewhere, and compel 
Iowa roads to receive, transport, load, and de- 
liver cars at the pro-rata rates of long hauls 
made with its connecting lines, or eastera divis- 
ions of its own lines, it will be 
disastrous to lowa roads, and virtually 
put an end to their Eastern traffic: for 
they cannot maintain their roads, pay expenses 
and taxes to the State, and losses from damage, 
and compete with such foreigu roads, who might 
demand traffic without limit at rates which 
would not pay an lowa road. Such a doctrine, 
if maintained, will lead to interminable wrangic 
and litigation, because it is manifestly unjust. 
Ido not believe the Railroad Commissioners 
will decide that such was the intent or purpose 
of Sec. 10 of the Railroad law of [owa. Being 
present when that section was added to the 
law by the House of Representatives, 
it is evident from the discussion 
that it was intended to appiy to 
competitive points within the State. As, for 
instance: This is a competitive point for the 
C., R. 1. & F. and C., B. & Q. to shippers on 
the Des Moines & Fort Dodge. The latter made 
direct convection with the Keokuk & Des 
Moines to Ottumwa, also with the Des Moines 
& Fort Dodge Road. A shipper desired to ship 
from a station on the D. & Ft. D. Road East 
via the Kock Island Road. The Kock Isiand 
ears are sent there forthe freight, and the D., 
M. & Ft. D. charges full local rates to Des 
Moines, instead of the pro rata rates under the 
ageeement with the C., B. & . This virtually 
compels the shipper to go by the C., B. & . 
route, whereas he might have got lower rates via 
the Rock Island. It was to prevent such a dis- 
crimination, this section was construed to 
mean. This would be making equal terms with 
Iowa roads having corporate rights and fran- 
chises under lowa law. If the doctrine sought 
by the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw obtains, what 
will prevent Vanderbilt from sending cars all 
over lowa roads to be landed and delivered to 
his roads at a mere nominal rate, while he 
pockets all the profits, and the cars of lowa 
roads s:and still! To escape this possible di- 
lemma, the Rock Island purchased the Keokuk 
& Des Moines Road. and thus cut out the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quinev link in their chain. 

In the case of the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw 
Road, there seems to be a question as to the 

ower ot the Receiver, acting under the United 

States Circuit, to bring such complaint. He 
asks orders te be made on bodies having cor- 
porate existence in lowa, but of what effect 
would be an order made on him!

New Rules Adopted- Record of Judgments, 
Suite, Ete. 

The following new rales have just been adopted 
by the chancery Judges of the Circait and Superior 
Courte, and go into force immediately: 

It is ordered that the following six rules be ob- 
served in the chancery practice of this Court, and 
that they take the place of any rule or rules now 
existing and conflicting with the same. The said 
rules shall be in force from and after the Septem- 
ber term, 1878, of this Court: 

1. Contested motions shall be heard Monday of 
each week, provided, that in cases of emergency 
such motions may be heard at Anytime. 

2. On Saturday of each week default causes shall 
be heard. 

3. When the summons has been served ten days 
before the commencement of the term, anc appear- 
ance in writing before default has been filed, the 
respective parties entering such appearance shall 
thereby, without any order, have twenty days 
from the first aay of the appearance term within 
which to except, plead, answer, or demur. 

4. Woen tae service is by publication, and in 
time forany term, the appearance in writing filed 
before default shall entitle the respective parties 
entering such appearance until the third day of 
succeeding term within which to except, plead, 
answer, or demar. 

5. On and after the tnird day of each term, de- 
faults may be entered as to such defendants as have 
been served in due time and have filed no appear- 
ance in writing. 

6. When any chancery cause is at issue. upon 
notice and motion of either party the cause may be 
placed on the trial calendar. The causes on such 
calendar shali be called and tried on Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday of each week. 
As many as four causes may be tried on each of 
said days, and they shall appear on the calendar in 
the order of tae notice and motion. 

THE STOW WOODEN-BLOCK PAVEMENT. 

James B. Smith filed a dil yesterday against 
Henry M. Stow to test the validity of the Stow 
wooJen-vlock pavement. He states that he is a 
contrector engaged in the business of paving pub- 
he streets with wooden pavements after such 
pavement had been ordered bythe city, bat al- 
ways under the direction of the city, and subject 
to its approval. There are many streets that need 
paving, and the city has adovied as one desirable 
form of pavement that made of round wooden 
blocks, laid on a board foundation, and having the 
interstices filled in with gravel and tar. 
it being more durable than that made 
from rectangular pine blocks. This kind 

of pavement is publie property, and not covered by 
any patent. it being an invention as old as 1840. 
Tne defendant, Henry M. Stow, claims to be the 
owner of a patent fur any pavement made orf 
round or partly round and partly split blocks laid 
ona board foundation and top-dressed with sand 
Oran asphalt or concrete composition, but com- 
plainan® charges Stow's patent is oniv for a spe- 
cille pavement made of both round and split 
blocks, that Stow knows his patent le not good. 
ana carefully avoids having its validity tested in a 
court of law, Dut uses nis supposed rights op- 
pressively and fradulently by intimiaating 
all property-owners who desire to 
use the round- block pavement. (Complainant 
has made contracts for paving Halsted street be- 
tween Randolph and Madison —8 5 round- 
block pavement, but Stow has sent. around cir- 
culars to the property-owners waruing them that 
they were liable for infringement of his patent, 
and that he would hold them responsigie. Smith, 
in consequence, was obliged to vivg a bond of 
indemnity before he was ullowed * with 
his work. A part of West Madison street, between 
the river and Halsted *®treet, is also be paved.

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mother, a wall from the infant, anda general stir- 
ring about of those in the immediate vicinity of the 
Catastrophe, which invariably resulted in discov- 
ering the lost heir about three feet from the party 
who was looking for it. 

By some arrangement. the wisdom of which it is 
difficult to perceive, the apparatuses and engines 
of the Chicago fire Department, which were to 
bring up tne rear of the procession, did not get 
around until about half an hour after they 
should have been there, and finaily came 
down State street when that thoroughfare was 
crowded to its utmost capacity. The horses were 
snorting, the b'hovs on tue engines and hose-carts 
acted as if they knew it was their day to be on top, 
and were determined to make the most of it. it was 
not an easy matter to navigate a string of fire-en- 
gines, hose-carte, and hook-and-ladder trucks 
throuch such a crowd withont any accident or dis- 
turbance, but it was succesefully done: and the 
boys received hearty rounds of cheers from 
the spectators as they passed by. showing 
that. however much the companies from the out- 
side cities and towns might be applauded. zue bulk 
oj the shouting was to be reserved for the home- 
talent. In spite of the efforis of the police, abdily 
seconded by the large number of zealous specta- 
tors who are aiways anxious to distinguish them- 
selves On public occasions like that of yesterday. 
it was exceedingly difticuitto keep the street in 
anything like passavle shape before the procession 
started, although of course afier it was once 
fairly in motion there was no trouble, 
as even the most eager crowd of sight- 
seers will naturally get out of tune 
way of several hundred prancing horses, backed 
up by any amount of fire-engines, steam and otner- 
wise, the whole being backed up by two regiments 
of 2 one of cavalry, a battery of artillery, 
and a Gatling gun. 

As 11 o'clock drew near and the fateful hour 
when Matt Benner and his hosts were to parade was 
at hand, a solitary horseman was seen to ascend to 
the back of his careworn steed and bow! gently down 
State street before the soft breeze that was blow 
ing from the direction of the crib. Ile was covered 
with stare, badges. and in general looked hike a 
mounted advertisement of some enterprising dealer 
in regalias and military decorations. Who he was. 
the most able ana unuring reporters were unable 
to discover, and he must pass into history aa the 
only mystery connected with the great Chicago 
Fireman's Tournament. Aithough assailed by in- 
numerable newsdoysa and bootblacks with ques- 
tions, sarcastic and otherwise, regarding his port 
of hail and general destination, ne vouchsafed no 
unswer, but rode solemnly away into the mass of 
engines and hose-carts at Peck court and State 
street, and was seen no more. 

It is some time since there has been a procession 
of such magnitude here, and it was really an in- 
spiring sight to witness the enthusiasm everywhere 
destowed upon the boys. Flags and bannerets flut- 
tered from the housetops, and the cheerful note of 
welcome from thousands of voices mingled pleas- 
antly with the sonorous strains of the brass bands 
and the throbbing sounds of the drums. And, as 
the gay procession wended its way from one street 
to another, it was a sight to see the immediate 
evacuation of doorsteps and windows, ana the flow 
of the vast stream to the next point of view. Dear- 
born street was emptied in five minutes, and the 
throng scattered aimlessly here and there until a 
later hour, when the human tide would swell up 
avain toward some other thoroughfare. And thus 
the long hours of a warm summer day were consumed 
until: people began to experience the natural effect 
of being out without umbrelias, and to go home in 
crowded cars feeling that Are-tournaments and 
visits of Presidents were things devised by an un- 
merciful Providence for the purpose of giving 
every body a headache. 
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THE MARCH. 

The procession followed wich rare closeness the 
line of march laid down for it, along Dearborn, 
Lake, Clark, Ghio, Wells, Kinzie, Clinton, Lake, 
Desplaines, Adams, Market, Monroe, Clark, Van 
Buren, Michigan, Monroe, Wabash, and Washing- 
ton. 

Long before the procession moved, every street 
approaching the line of march was blockaded with 
teams, so that it was a literal impossibility for a 
person to get through on horseback; but beyond 
the taxing off of a carriage-wheel now and then, 
no serious accident was noticed. 

As the procession passed along Dearborn street. 
a temporary halt was made just as the President's 
carriage was opposite Tusk Trisvung Building, 
during waich time his Excellency availed himself 
of the opportunity of viewing the architectural 
beauties of the structure. With head uncovered 
he stood upright in nie carriage, clinging to the 
hand of Mr. George M. How to steady himself, and 
eazed fixedly upon the brown stone front, with its 
many windows tilled with ladies and gentlemen, ail 
swinging their hats and waving their hand«xerchiefs: 
and he was all uummaful of the remarks made 
about him, some of which were really laughable. 
For instance, a broad-gauged woman asked her 
husband, an old gentieman with a supercilious, 
self-safficient aspect, which of the three men in 
the carriage was President. ‘** Any fool ought to 
know that,’’ was the contemptuous answer, of 
course it's the man with the white hat, meaning 
George M. Hew. Hereafter, when the good old 
lady entertains ner friends in her country home, 
she will paralyze her admiring listeners by com- 
municating to them that she has beheld the Presi- 
ident of the United States with ber own eyes. and 
at short range, and will drive ali doubt from their 
minds by describing him as an andersized mau, 
witha white hat, a cut-away coat, a full beard, 
and a pleasant face, 

While Mr. Hayes was surveying the outside of 
Tux Tais office another meident transpired 
which was not altogether complimentary to him- 
self. An Irishwoman whe had worked harder to 
get through the crowd than she would have done 
Lo accompolish a days washing, and had stood for 
some hours in het’ position, asked a reporter, 
‘*Whieh of them three is the President?” The 
scribe told her that it was the gentleman standing 
up in the vehicle. A look of emphatic disgust 
spread rapidly over her teatures, which was made 
numistakabdle by the following: Yez don't mane 
tew tell me that is the Prisident of this counthry, 
does yes, — that average -lookin’ spalpeen’ Sure an 
s a shtifl ye're givin’ us. She had evidently 
expected to see the President of the United 
States decked out in all the gorgeous trappings of 
an Oriental Prince, or a Brigadier-General of 
militia, with a face something like Beau Butler's 
or Boss Tweed’s, She said sue had better- 
looking friends of her own, and started for home 
a disappointed woman. 

Tue President an his escort broke out of the 
line of procession on . Desplaines street. and 
were driven rapidly across the Lake street 
bridge, up Market street to Adams, aad to the 
Grand Pacific. where dinver was served. Ilie 
Excellency was easily distinguished along the 
the route of retreat by the cay- 
alry escort in attendance, and hate 
came ott and honors were rendered 
with military precision. Three representatives of 
Briageport, who douotiess voted early and often 
for titan. took off their hate and gave three cheers. 
Ae Mesers. Hayes, Cullom, and how were enter- 
ing the hotel by the private entrance, they were 
headed off by a wayfanng man in a well-oiled sult 
of clothes, who insisted upon shaking hands with 
each member of the trio, with his hat under his 
arm. A they passed on, he looked at his hand. 
then kissed and biessedit. He said he didn't exac,ly 
know which was the President, so he thought he 
would shake hands with all threeto be sure. 

The rst rest was made in the procession on Clin- 
ton street, of about ten minutes, and here the 
throng gathered thickest about the military. They 
had seen the flre- apparatus once, and that was 
enough; but they could never tire of watching the 
boys with muskets and gav uniforms, 

It had been a sort of stand-otf in the early part 
of the procession as to which was the President, 
Mr. Hayes, Gov. Cullom, or George M. How. Bat, 
jas most of the people of the West Division were 
in ignorance of the exodus of the houored guest 
and his body-guard, thefe ensued much 
speculation as to which was the Presi- 
dent. A number of celebrities were picked 
out as the ag party. prominent among them 
being Arthur Dixon, who wote his nonors ex 
tremely well. One incredulous old man main- 
tained, in face of all opposition, that Gen. Tor- 
rence was the man, ‘To him he made his bow. 

The crowd around the Exposition Building was 
crushing. One could think of nothing but a cot- 
ton-press in gazing at it; but, when the mounted 
policemen rode up and down, and drove the people 
back, then the crash was so mach greater that 
nothing out a linseed-oil macaine suggested itself, 
with a thousand-horse- power hydraulic ram at the 
back of it. The crowd filled the streets, and was 
composed of every sort of human being that could 
be represented, together with several species of 
the lower race of animais. There were the oldest 
of old men and women, the youngest of young 
children, voys, girls, young men and ladies, ma- 
trons, rich, poor, and neither; belles and pick 
pockets, beauties aud thugs, fine ladies in silka, 
horses, Aldermen's daughters, and dogs, all mixed 
promiscuousiy togetner, and for the time being on 
an equal footing. ‘Tne greatest jam was upon the 
sidewalk on the northwest corner of Micatgan ave- 
nue and Adame street. This sidewalk was about 
three. feet above the pavement, and every time 
there was a commotion those on the outer edge 
were thrown off. Ther dropped like cherries, and 
the males swore like troopers. One young Hibder- 
nian was about being saoved Of backward, when 
he clutched wildly with his bands at anything that 
presented itself. His strong fingers became en- 
tangled in the collar and cravat of an old gentie- 
man who stood within reach, and a speedy demoli- 
tion of the neck-gear was the resu.t. ‘The owner 
of the ruins possessed a huge walking-stick, with 
which ne made warlike demonstrations, not coun- 
tenanced by the sIt-deſendant. whose ** Irish” 
was up em aminute’ A tight seemed inevitable, 
but it was finally compromised. 

An oid lady in a biack gown and gold spectacles 
was pitehed headitong from the dizzy eight, and 
feilintothe ample arms of a lager-beer vender. 
She then wanted to get out, but no opportunity was 
afforded. A little weazen-faced old man was in- 
duced to make a back dive from the summit, bat 
he was caught by the crowd below, and wae not 
hurt. Upon regaining his feet, he at once com- 
menced searching hig pockets to see if he had lost 
anything. 

As tae dram-corps of the First and Second Regi- 
ments passed in front of the grand stand each exe- 
euted the name of Ilayes by evolutions, which 
performances were highly appreciated by those 
who saw and understood them. 

After the procession had passed, a high-spirited 
horse, attached to a two-seated wagon in watch 
there was no person except the driver, broke his 
traces, turned quickly, throwing the occupant out 
atthe corner of Michigan avenue and Washington 
street. and dashed into the Sixth Battalion, stand- 
ing ata parade rest. The only “ou done was 
to knock the wind out of Private W. B. Smith, of

He bewed and bowed again to the ＋ as 
they cheered, and the happy portion of it seemed 
to be that the reception was in no sense partisan 
— it was doing honor by the people to the President 
of the United States. The President went along 
the route of procession te Madison and Desplatnes 
streets. where the entire Presidential party and 
citizens’ escort fled out of ranks. The President 
was driven to the hotel to take a brief rest, and the 
restof the were taken to the Exposition 
— and assigned places upon the President's 
cony. 

incidents along the line of the procession were 

vite numerous, For instance, the Orderly of 

resident Haves lost his pocketbook, and he is 
minus $25 or $30. Thieves are no respecters of 
persons, They took George M. How's gold watch, 
valued at some $300, and took Maj. Hawk s gold 
watch and chain, valued at some 

At the corner of Ohio and North Lasalle streets 
the horses of one carriage became a little unman- 
ageable and caused a panic among the crowd along 
the sidewalk, and a number of persons were 
knocked down. One woman with an infant in ber 
arms was knocked down into the gutter and quite 
seriously bruised. The carriage only contained 
several members of Gen. Ducat's staff. At the 
corner of Lake and Desplaines streets a drunken 
woman caused considerable amusement by shout- 
ing at the persons in the carriages. There was 
considerable — at lack of room, but, take 
it all in all, everywhere the crowd showed itself 
good-natared, and where there were no police to 
disturb them there was no trouble whatever.

THE EVENING RECEPTION. 

Dusk had scarcely begun to settle over the city, 
and only a few street-lamps had commenced to 
give forth a pale, uncertain ray, when long pro- 
cessions of peopie took up their line of march by 
diverse reutes towards the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
It had been announced tnat the President would 
hold a reception there in the evening, and who 
could forego the eweet and proud experience of 
shaking hands with the chief official of the nation? 
In that blissful thought all partisan feelings. social. 
religions, and political distinctions were sunk, and 
fair maidens, stately matrons. and young and old 
men docked to the common shrine. Probably a 
majority of the pilgrims were people 
from the country and neighboring towns, 
who, having come in to attend the 
tournament, found no better, certainly no cheap- 
er, manner of spending the evening. Deducting 
from the 25.000 visitors from abroad tne large 
number who were certain to suffocate themselves 
at the various theatres, or to noisily disport them- 
selves in the beer gardens and other resorts about 
the city, there were still many thousand whose 
evening woula have hung heavily upon their hands 
hadit not been for the Presidential reception. 
On the ground of it being a cheap popular amuse- 
ment, therefore, the affair may be con- 
sidered as a godsend to the stran- 
gers. Add to these people the thousands 
of Chicago residents who were aiso interested 
in the Presidential party, and it is possible to ar- 
rive at the approximate estimate of the number 
who made up the seemingly endless crowd that 
surged into the many and spacious pörtals of the 
hotel from 7 o’clock in the evening until after 10. 
The gayly accoutered clerks behind the marbie 
counters stared in amazement and perplexity at 
this naman rash and roar. They could not ander- 
stand this invasion which swept past them 
withoat so much as noticing their august 

resence, or without even begging of them 

or fourth-story rooms at the lowest possible rates, 
and to be called promptly at 7 in the morning. Oc- 
casionatly one of them would involuntarily stretch 
out his hand as if to reach for an imaginary carpet - 
bag, apparentiy with the intention of storing it 
away in the vault as security for board, and some- 
times one would spriad the hotei register aliur- 
ingly open ih its face tothe public, —an unheard- 
of innovation, —asif to caichawaif out of the 
great sea that was flowing up to high tide on the 
parlor floor. 

Tne reception was expected to commence shortly 
after 7 o’ciock, but there was evidently a brea< 
in the programme somewhere, forthe Mexican and 
Union Veterans were standing in line a full hour 
before being received. Mr. and Mrs. Haves went 
riding in the eariy evening, and diu not return un- 
til late: consequently a late dinner, which was 
served in Parlor 1 at 7 o'clock, contin- 
uing for an hour. At this 
taole were seated President and Mrs. 
Hayes, William II. Smith, daughter Allie, ana 
Miss Kay, Judge and Mrs. T. C. Jonea, ef Onto; 
George M. How, Chairman of the Reception Com- 
mittee: L. E. Leiter, George Armour, 0. 8. A. 
Sprague, Franklin MacVeagh, Join V. Farwell, 
Gov. Callom, and the two sons of the President, — 
Webo and Kutberford. 

In the meantime the crowd began to surge in, 
filling the parlors and the main hall so that in was 
impossible to make an opening through the dense 
mass of human flesh, packed like sar- 
dines in a box, John B. Drake said that he had 
given many a reception in his day, inclucing 
three for Gen. Grant, but never before had he scen 
such a sicht. They poured in untii there seemed 
to be no end to the procession. Ik had been in- 
tended that Mr. and Mrs. Hayes should receive 
together in the parlors, but when the mob (for 
such it proved to be before the evening was over) 
swarmed in aud deliberately took possession of 
every available inch of standing room in the par- 
lors and main landing, the programme of neces- 
sity had to be changed to accommodate the situa- 
tion. it was deemed inadvisabie to distub those 
who had already become lodged, and accordingly 
the idea of Mrs. Hayes holding a public reception 
was aoandoned for the time being, though she was 
given @ private parior, into which a favored few, 
and particularly those who had the pleasure of her 
acquaintance before, were ushered. The room 
had been tastefully fitted up and decorated for its 
occupant. A huge ved of the choicest flowers 
covered a large centre-taole, and upon this was a 
card, modestly explaiming that the flotal tribute 
was presented vy the Lincoln Park Com- 
missioners. Directly before the table 
stood Mrs. Havea, a matronly-looxk- 
ing woman, very plainly but neatly attired. 
Her costume might have been called ** old-fasa- 
woned dy a modern belle, and perhaps it was. 
She wore a Princesse dress of white silk and white 
ve.vet, alternating in narrow stripes, cut high in 
the neck, und close sleeves. Her hair was combed 
after the fashion of the old daguerreotype pictures 
one sees now and then, of ladies taken twenty 
years ago. It was simply combed down low over 
her forehead and face. my ve puiled and twisted 
in a plain knot behind ner head. She greeted cvery 
person who was presented to her as a friend, which 
quite charmed thoee who called to pay her 
tacir respects. Ler manner was hearty and ge- 
nial. She was receiving in this way during the 
greater part of the afternoon, or up to 5 o'clock, 
when she went for a ride about the city. 

The President was stationed immediately after 
dinner at the junction of the main and west side 
halle, this location having been kept clear by two 
or three policemen. With him were George M. 
How and John James, members of the Committee 
of Reception; Aki. Gilbert. acting Mayor; Weob 
Hayes, and John B. Drake. Tae latter, with Ald. 
Gilbert, were in a measure Conductors of ceremo- 


nies, 

The first to avail themselves of the vrivilege of 
shaking hands with the — — . guest were 
tue Union and Mexican veteran Clubs. The Commit 
tee of Reception for these organizations cousisted 
of Gen. Martin Beem, Li. K. Hawks, Owen Stew- 
art. Louis Jacobs, and Louie R. Dyer, all of the 
Union Clab, the Mexican Club having been invited 
to join in, and were given tue richt of line on ac- 
count of seniority. As these war-worn heroes 
marched through the long hall with 
measured tread, the thronge gave way 
with respect, and when they tiled past 
the President. he greeted each and every one with 
a hearty shake of the hand. They were rep- 
resented in full force, there being in all 680 of 
both clubs. Some hovoled along on crutches, and 
some were compelled to grasp the hand of the man 
whom they haa come to do homage to with their 
left band, there being nothing upon their right 
side bu: an empty coat-siceve. These veterans of 
two wars were treated better and shown more at- 
tention by Mr. Hayes than any who followed. The 
route of ingress and egress was up the main stair- 
way. through the long hall, anu thence throuch 
the side hall ana dining-room back again to tae 
point started from. 

Then trouble commenced. That is to aay, the 
ereral reception. and never before did the Grand 
acitic contain euch a multitude of people. It was 
trulya pudlie reception, and a promiscuous 
gathering. It seemed a though everyboay in C- 
cago was there, fram least to greatest. though 
children were Oarred out. It would be simply im- 
possible to judge of the number, except by a long 
and tedious mathematical calculation, based upon 
the number which a buiiding of that size would 
hold of jammed, packed, upricht human beings, 
for, as stated before, every inch was approoriated. 
No person could withstand the current as it cradu- 
ally drifted toward the particular point; all one 
could do was to allow oneself to be carried along. 
Ladies appeared before his Kxcelleney in numerous 
cases literally in fragments, with bonneis in their 
hands, jammed out of recognition, dresses torn, 
and hair loosing as if it had never been combed. 
Those who came simply attired showed themselves 
to be the wisest, and the foolieh virgins who 
thought to attract attention by showy and bewitch- 
ing costumes were a sorry-looking set. 

ilaif-past 9 o'clock came. and still the throng 
was on the increase. Many who came in appeared 
to be the worse for liquor, and tnere was any 
amount of confusion, which was quelled by the 

ylicemen. Even respectaole women appeared to 
ove their dignity now ard then, and they were also 
roughly handled. One lady was bound to see Mrs. 
Hases. She was told that Mrs. H. was not receiv- 
ing, dut thw dd not — her. Her 
husbend was loyal. and pulled her by 
main stre toward the room oc- 
cupied by the President's wife. To counteract 
this dctermination, Mr. Drake seized the lady by 
the shoulders and also pulled. Then to assist the 
the proorictor, a barly officer seized her by the 
disengaved’arm and pulled in the opposite direc- 
tion. Thus there were three strong men puliing 
upon the poor woman in triangle, and she got 
the worst of it and did not see Mra. Ha

dancing — in the city. In addition to this 
great space there is a broad corridor proper run- 
ning around three sides of the building, giving 
access to ail the outside rooms on that floor. This 
corridor is twelve «feet in width and 
293 feet long. Both of these promenades were 
turned into mere receptacies, and all the evening 
were as full as a bag of potatoes. To say notbing 
of the bevies of women, mostly boarders at the 
hotel, who were camped onthe stairways, to the 
discomfort of everybody having occasion to go up 
or down, there were never less than 3, 000 people 
at one time on this floor, all tending like a miguty 
stream in one direction. How many fine toilettes 
were ruined, new hats crushed, laces torn, and 
dresses ripped, will probabiy never be revealed be- 
fore the great judgment- day. Nor would it be the 
graceful thing to mention the tempers that were 
aroused in the fair sex, or the muttered ejacula- 
tions on the part of their sterner escorts. 

A noticeable feature of the scene was the ex- 
treme diversity of costume affected by the sicht- 
seers. And there was no clannishness, such as 
might be eghibited on ordinary occasions; in fact, 
for the very good reason that there was no time or 
opportunity for any such distribution. When the 
solid capitalist from Michigan avenue was once 
caught in the buman current he became as nought, 
and any efforts he might make to extricate himeelf 
were impotent. He might be crowded up against 
the grocer from whom his cook purchased his pro- 
virions, or the barber who shaved his beard, and very 
likely he was in manv instances. The wel!-dressed 
and the poorly-atured, the handsome and the ugly. 
the beautifal and the sordid, were mixed up in an 
inextricable mesh. Let. although the crowd was 
so great, there was very little disorder and no per- 
ceptible misdemeanor. Some of the young men 
in the slowly-moving procession facetiously hoist- 
ed their hats upon the tov of their canes and waved 
them aloft as banners, and occasionally there would 
be heard the suppressed groan of some individuai 
whose favorite bunnion had been trodden upo.. 
But there were no disturbances, and us a rule 
good-nature reigned, The exteptions were those 
who suffered some misfortune as noted above. 

Down-stairs in the readmg-room under the 
dome there were some comical sights. The thick 
throng which moved with eiephantiue slowness up 
to the President vented itseif, after the custom- 
ary band-shaking. down the comparatively varrow 
stairway leading down to the reading-room. When 
safely, thouga not always soundly, arrived once 
more upon the lower floor, there was generally an 
inventory-taking of apparel oa the part of the 
women, whicn did not always result happily, 
while, as for the men, too many, alas! hastened to 
take surcease of sorrow in the adjoining bar. 

After the reception proper was at an end, the 
President went into one of the parlors and chatted 
as freely and upconcernedly with a few friends 
gathered there as if he bad not spent two hours aud 
a half of that most laborious of ali social employ- 
ments—hund-shaking.

DOW N-STATRS. 

Down-stairs the crowd and crush was even 
greater than in the reception-room, for many who 
went to the hotel with the intention of making 
themselves kin with the President by a grasp of 
the hand became discouraged at the sight of the 
pushing and the squeezing which seemed to be 
necessary toward fulfilling their intentions, and 
so abandoned their idea, loafe around awhile, 
and departed with the satisfaction of knowing 
that his Excellency probably was perfectly willing 
to take the wiil furthe deed. it would of course 
be, to a man not used to abstruse mathemat- 
ical calcuiations, something like an impos- 
sibility to estimate the attendance. A con- 
stant stream of visitors poured in as 
soon as permitted, and even then the Union Vet- 
eran Club and the Mexican War Veteran Associa- 
tion had been received and shaken. These 
organizations formed in the main rotunda of the 
ground floor. They were about 400 strong, strictiy 
sveaking. The Mexican heroes were about thirty 
in number, and the \ cterans made up the rest of 
the figure. But it does not follow that only 400 
persons fell into line with the old soldiers. Any 
number of beardicss vyoutie, anxious to gratify 
their curiosity, managed to get Veteran Ciub 
badges and vin them to their breasts. Many 
middie-aged men, too, who never saw a camp 
nor battle-Held forced themselves in with the Veta, 
and went through the ceremony like the reat. Then 
followed the general popuiace. The Veterans 
thougat at one time to escape the crowd by making 
adetoar around the hotel. and coming in azain at 
the LaSalle-street frout, gut the crowd got on 
to the game, sv to speak. aud would not be 
fooled. 

An observer of human nature might have found 
some pleasure in watching the various enaracter- 
istic personages wao called during the evening. 
The country visitors were very many and imterest- 
ing to the metrovolitaun resident. Youtarul per- 
sonages of both sexes formed no inconeiwerabdie 
part of the throng, and a great many parents wno 
have the smartest and prettiest chiluren”™ im the 
world brought their offspring along with them. 

Business-men composed the greatest part of the 
crowd, and among them there seemed to exist a 
certain degree of apathy concerning the adfair. 
don't care to make the exertion.’’ was a very 
oft-repeatea remark. Whether it be that the men 
of Chicago are jukewarmg in their attentions to 
their Chief Executive, or that the exciting exer- 
cises of the day had worn upon them to euch an 
extent that they were incapadle of farther atten- 
tions, is an unsettled question. It should not be 
inferred that the number of hand-shakers was not 
large. It was large—immense. But still, the un- 
deniable fact that the reception was somewhat 
more subdued than is generally accordea to a 
functionary of so high degree as resident of the 
United States, was frequently commented upon by 
the visitors. The absence of a serenade was in 
like manner noticed and spoken of.

THE DEPARTURE.

But, 
yielding to urgent requests from the citizens of 
Beloit, he 80 modified his programme 
as to allo of his stopping there 
for a short time. To do this it became necessary 
to have an carlier hour of leaving, and conse- 
quently he departs at 9 o'clock this morning. This 
makes it impossiole for him to go to Dexter Pari. 
It is a determination which was regretted by the 
President as muca as by the citizens of Chicayo, 
but he had been, here a day. and various reasons 
made it almost necessary for him to stop at Beloit. 
which entatied a change in the provrainme. Thre 
party will. therefore, go directly from the Paci 
to the Northwestern train. on which they will 
leave the city at 9 o'clock.
